The meetings of the National Paint,! 
Oil and Varnish Association, to be held! 
in this city on Tuesday, Wednesday} 
and Thursday of this week, have been, 
looked forward to with a good deal of. 
interest and anticipations of pleasure) 
at renewal of acquaintanceship with) 
distant members of these trades. by! 
members Jf the local club, whose com- 
mittees have made somewhat elaborate! 
preparations to entertain the visitors.) 
These annual gatherings of representa- 
tive members of these closely allied) 
trades have proved highly beneficial in 
the past, and it may reasonably be ex 
pected that in the future their influ- 
ence and results will be even more im4 
portant in the way of harmonizing _ 
terests, correcting trade abuses, bring 
ing about reforms, improving customs, 
influencing legislation—which can be 
accomplished only by the united action 
of representatives of the entire trade 
of the country. The influence wielded 
by a representative body of men, such 
as will assemble in this city, has not 
always been fully appreciated, but, ad 
results of these meetings of trade or- 
ganizations, through the effective work 
of their active committees increase; 
their value and necessity are acknowl4 
; edged and the organizations gain in 
membership and importance. What 
could be accomplished can scarcely be 
estimated, but examples are not want- 
ing to show that trade associations may 
bring about reforms and legislation 
sorely needed, and which individual ac- 
tion, or efforts of Jocal clubs, had failed 
to bring about. It is to be hoped that 
the meeting this year will result in ma: 
terial benefits to the entire trade of 
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the country. That it will prove inters 
esting and enjoyable we feel warranted 
in prophesying. The social features of 
these annual gatherings, while second- 
ary and incidental to the business in- 
terests, are more important than they 
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are apt to be regarded, in that they 
bring the members of the trades to- 
gether in that good fellowship so con- 
ducive to amicable business relations 
and effective, united co-operation. 

Of the business that will be brought 
before the convention we can say but 
little, as only a few of the committees 
have completed their reports, while the 
local clubs have for the most part thus 
far announced no subjects for discus- 
sion and action, but it may be taken 
for granted that the business sessions 
will be fully occupied with matters of 
importance to each branch or trade 
represented. The Membership Com- 
mittee will report the addition of at 
least one new local club, and the re- 
ports of the other committees will give 
subjects for discussion. One important 
and interesting subject will be the es- 
tablishment of a department of trade 
and commerce, one with which most 
of the members are familiar and which 
has been discussed at length in these 
columns. We have no doubt the meet- 
ing this year will prove one of the most 
interesting and enjoyable in the history 
of the association, and it is to be 
hoped it will prove one of the most im- 
portant and most pregnant with bene- 
ficial results to the trades represented.

REORGANIZATION OF THE NA- 
TIONAL LINSEED OIL COMPANY. 


The date fixed by the reorganization 
committee of the National Linseed Oil 
Company as the limit of time at which 
stock could be filed with them by those 
desirous of participating in the reor- 
ganization has passed. As the amount 
received has not been sufficiently large 
to warrant them in perfecting any 
plans they may have, by reason of the 
action of the St. Louis stockholders, the 
date has been extended indefinitely and 
conferences have been held with repre- 
sentatives of the Western stockholders 
having for their object a general agree- 
ment on a scheme of reorganization 
that shall be acceptable to all of the 
parties in interest. 

Matters have progressed to such an 
extent as to warrant the belief that an 
understanding will soon be reached, 
and that a plan will shortly be sub- 
mitted to all of the stockholders for 
their acceptance. It is too early to fore- 
shadow what that plan will be, by rea- 
son of the fact that no definite conclu- 
sion ean be arrived at until the books 
of the various branches of the company 
have been investigated, as it is under- 
stood that the committee has been un- 
able to obtain from the books of the 
company in Chicago that knowledge of 
its affairs which is necessary for such 
a reorganization of the concern as is 
believed to be in contemplation, 

The Reporter has repeatedly pointed 
out within the past two years that 
closer relations between all of the lin- 
seed crushers of the country, which 
were everywhere admitted to be 
desirable, were possible of accom- 
plishment provided ceitain obstacles 
to that end were removed. The 
industry has for several years been 
at the mercy of policies that have, 
at times, lacked the elements of 
ordinary business sagacity, and which 
have utterly destroyed the confidence 
of those whose co-operation would be 
necessary to form any broader organi- 
zation. Not only has the market been 
demoralized by offerings of oil fre- 
quently at or below cost, but methods 
of conducting the business have oft- 
times been brought into play that not 
only did not inure to the benefit of the 
initiators, but threatened the stability 
of the industry as a whole. It is possible 
that the offers of oil at low prices 
were made of necessity rather than 
with a desire to work demoralization, 
There could be no hope of a consolida- 
tion being effected, however, under 
which it might be possible for loose 
business methods to continue, 

It is reasonable to assume that since 
the disastrous speculation in flaxseed 


compelled the directors of the National, 


Linseed Oil Company to seek a reor- 
ganization, the idea of a consolidation 
of all crushers has received new im- 
petus. It is but natural that every le- 
gitimate opportunity should be utilized 
by those whose desire Is for a unifica- 
tion of interests. In order that it should 
prove a success, however, it goes with- 
out saying that the element of confi- 


dence must not be lacking. An oppors 
tunity for a consolidation has now 
arisen. While it may not be among the 
probabilities, it is certainly among the 
possibilities, that out of the present 
shuffle will come a more comprehen- 


sive and stronger corporation than has ; 


yet been known in the linseed oil in- 


dustry, 
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WHAT IS ARTIFICIAL ALIZARINE? 


In the Reporter of September 26 we 
published certain testimony which was 
taken at a hearing before the Board 
of United States General Appraisers as 
to the proper classification under the 
tariff act of 1897 of certain so-called aliz- 
arine colors or dyes. The balance of 
the testimony, together with the briefs 
of counsel, will be found in another part 
of this issue, This is perhaps the most 
interesting of the many cases relat- 
ing to dyes that have come before the 
Board for a hearing, in that one of the 
leading questions is as to the interpre- 
tation of the term “artificial alizarine.” 

Paragraph 469 of the free list was as 
follows: “Alizarine, natural or arti- 
ficial, and dyes derived from alizarin 
or from anthracin.”” Some of the colors 
in the present case are derived from 
alizarine and from anthracene, such as 
the blues and the greens, and these the 
Government concedes are exempt from 
duty where they are properly claimed 
in the protests. The principal colors, 
which are the subject of controversy in 
the protests, are the blacks and 
browns. These, the importers admit, 
are not derived from alizarine or an- 
thracene, neither are they derivable 
from either, but they are claimed to be 
free of duty as alizarine colors by rea- 
son of the fact that they answer all of 
the tests prescribed for alizarine colors 
in Judge Townsend’s decision in suit 
1201. Some of the browns even have 
the anthracene nucleus in their mole- 
culé, They are all known commercially 
as alizarine colors. The protestants 
claim that the question at issue is pure- 
ly one of law, and to prove their case 
they refer to a circuit court decision on 
the act of 1890, previously referred to 
as “suit 1201," and to a circuit court de- 
cision on the act of 1883, which latter 
was acquiesced in by the Government 
“in view of the small amount involved, 
and in view of the unsatisfactory state 
of the records,”’ but “without prejudice 
to the retrial of this issue in other cases 
now pending.”’ 

This case was to the _ classifica- 
tion of certain alizarine yellow, which 
the court held was an artificial aliz- 
arine under the paragraph of the 
act of 1883, which reads “‘alizarine, 
natural or artificial,’ although it was 
admittedly not made from alizarine, 
either natural or artificial. It was 
known commercially as an alizarine 
color, however. The contention is made 
by the importers that the language of 
the act of 1897 is identical with that of 
the act of 1883, in so far as it has to do 
with the issue involved in this case, and 
that the last phrase “does not come 
into the present argument,’”’ Here is 
where the Government takes issue with 
the protestants, and maintains that 
this case is based on the act of 1897, and 
on no other act, and that the entire 
paragraph must be taken into consid- 
eration. Says counsel, “the word ‘de- 
rived’ in the present act is entirely new, 
and it limits and restricts dyes or colors 
entitled to exemption from duty.” He 
interprets it to mean that dyes deriv- 
able from natural or artificial alizarine, 
but which for economical reasons are 
being made, temporarily perhaps, from 
other substances, are not entitled to 
free entry. 

The question at issue is really “What 
is artificial alizarine?’’ The Govern- 
ment differentiated between natural 
alizarine—that made from madder—and 
artificial alizarine—that made from an- 
thracene directly, but from coal tar 
primarily. These distinctions were ad- 
mitted by the importers as being scien- 
tifically accurate, but they fell back on 
the court decisions already quoted for 
the commercial definition of artificial 
alizarine, which is any dye, no matter 
whence its source, that answers the 
alizarine tests. In controverting such 4 
conclusion the Government claimed 
that the act would have read in the 
plural, as “artificial alizarines,” ir tead 














of the singular, if the lawmaker tad 
intended to include an-endless variety 
of dyes. ,

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STATISTIVLAL POSITION OF GAM- 
BIER, 

There has been some improvement 
in the gambier market since we last 
reviewed the situation a month ago. 
It is due partly to the large deliver- 
les in September, which have reduced 
the spot stocks, and in a measure to 
the higher prices now asked by the 
shippers in Singapore. The change for 
the better is reflected in a slight ad- 
vance in the spot market. Whether 
the improvement has come to stay is 
an open question. The advance in the 
primary market is attributed to a fall- 
ing off in receipts from the interior and 
to an advance in the rates of freight to 
this country, together with a scarcity 
of sailers. The low prices which were 
quoted for shipment a few weeks ago 
are said to have been due to low 
freight rates quoted by steamers, which 
were anxious to reach New York to 
take advantage of the high rates which 
were being paid for grain room. The 
heavy deliveries during September, 
Which reduced the stock hére and in 
Boston from 39,500 bales Sept. 1 to 25,- 
000 bales Oct. 1, have also helped along 
the improvement, but it is contended 
that this reduction was to have been 
expected at this partiealar time, con- 
tracts for deliveries before the close of 
navigation having been made last 
Spring. ’Tis true the heavy deliveries 
have not had such a stimulating ef- 
fect as would have been the case had 
the market possessed more animation 
than it does at the present moment, 
there being only a light current de- 
mand. 

In spite of the improvement notice- 
able in the primary market, which, if 
continued, may ultimately affect the 
spot position, there are now no ardent 
bulls to be found, those who have 
heretofore posed as such having gene 
with the market and made sales. at the 
lowest spot price quoted within the 
past month, notwithstanding their 
holdings cost them 2.80c and upward. 
They cannot be considered bears, as 
the market appears to be left to itsel. 
The statistics Oct. 1 show a yisible 
supply to Feb. 1 of 94,000 bales, as 
against possible deliveries of 50,000 
bales, which was the amount that went 
into consumption last year during the 
same period, The deliveries from Jan. 
1 to Oct. 1 were 106,000 bales as against 
102,000 bales last year, showing the 
usual inerease at this time to take 
advantage of canal and Take Fates of 
freight. The arrivals before’ the close 
of navigation will probably be 26,000 
bales. If more is wanted by Western 
consumers the holders of spot stock 
may succeed In getting better prices 
for their holdings, especially if the 
Singapore market keeps firm and 
higher than this one. . ‘2 

An interesting feature of the situda- 
tion is found in an analysis of the ship- 
ments from Singapore since Jan. .1, as 
compared with previous years. The 
shipments to the continent of Europe 
increased from 9,865 tons last year to 
11,745 tons this year. Those of Great

An adjourned meeting of the sulphu- 
ric acid manufacturers was held here on 
Wednesday, and another on Thursday, 
but nothing definite has been accom- 
plished looking to a consolidation of 
interests, reports to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


Medicine stamps yielded the noble 
sum of £260,852 7s, 5d. net to the 
British Exchequer during the year end- 
ing March 31 last. The total number of 
stamps sold was 33,195,811, including 27,- 
086,000 at 144d., 5,167,588 at 3d., 833,957 at 
6d., 98,894 at 1s., 4,880 at 2s., and 4,492 
at 3s. The gross receipts derived from 
medicine stamp duty amounted to 
£260,950 Os. 3d., but nearly £100 must 
be deducted from that amount for re- 
payments and allowances. 


The establishment of several new 
phosphorus factories in Germany and 
the increased output in France and 
Russia are likely to threaten seriously 
the monepoly so long enjoyed by Brit- 
ish manufacturers. In 1897 Germany 
imported 260 tons, of which about 200 
tons went into consumption. The ex- 
ports to Austria from Germany were 
71 tons last year.

Comparative Cost of Painting, 
New York, Oct. 7, 1898. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 

There has been a great deal of asser- 
tion and counter assertion regarding 
the comparative cost of painting with 
various _ straight and combination 
paints. In order to secure accurate data 
on which to base intelligent discussion 
of this point, we have recently had 
made a number of tests with definite 
weights of several materials in combi- 
nation with the generally accepted pro- 
portions of the best quality of raw lin- 
seed oil without dryers. This, of course, 
has taken some little time. The pig- 
ments were thoroughly § incorporated, 
first dry and then with the oil, the com- 
bined weight of the container, the paint 
and the brush being ascertained. A 
coat was then applied to one side of a 
dry white pine board, 5 by 10 inches, 
the surface of the board being roughly 
machine planed. After application of 
the paint required to coat the board 
normally the remaining paint with the 
container and the brush was again 
weighed, and the weight obtained was 
deducted from the total original weight, 
the remainder representing the quantity 
of paint consumed for that coat. Two 
coats were applied in each case, ample 
time for drying being allowed before 
applying the succeeding coat, and a 
fresh batch of paint being prepared for 
the second coat. a

used in this series of tests:

The oil deal by which Palmer Broth- 
ers and others will dispose of $3,000,000 
worth of oil lands is likely to be closed. 
At a meeting at Toledo, O., last week, 
the representatives of the English syn- 
dicate and the producers are reported 
to have come to a satisfactory agree- 
ment, and enough has leaked out to 
indicate that the coming trip to Lon- 
don of one of the representatives is 
for the purpose of finally closing the 
deal, so far as the syndicate is con- 
cerned, 


North of Stringtown, in the deep sand 
territory, the South Penn Company has 
drilled in its No. 2 on the Oliver Pitts 
farm, and has a producer good for 200 
barrels a day. This is a better producer 
than any of the late wells in that terri- 
tory. E. T. Parks’ No. 4, in the same 
locality, has been drilled in, and has 
only a little fluid in the hole. It will 
make a smalk producer. Near String- 
town, C. C. xs innick has been drilled 
into the first pay, and made 100 bar- 
rels the first twenty-four hours, 


township, Grant county, Ind. The well 
produced 90 barrels in the first 24 hours. 


The Fisher Oil Company has com- 
pleted its No, 3 Moffett, and will have 
a 15-barrel pumper. The same com- 
pany’s No. 3 Craig is a little better than 
first reported, and is making 20 barrels 
a day. 


There was a considerable falling off 
in the quantity of petroleum exported 
from Libau, Russia, last year, only 
about one-half of the previous year's 
quantity, Norway being the chief im- 
porter, 


The Forest Oil Company has drilled 
in a well near Milltown, which is flow- 
ing salt water at the rate of ninety 
barrels an hour and with it about 
twenty-five barrels of oil in each 
twenty-four hours. 


T. W. Phillips has drilled his test on 
the Hyle farm, located 600 feet south- 
east of the Mullet producer, through 
the fifth sand, and has a duster. A 
small show of oil was developed in the 
lower sand, but a shot failed to make it 
a paying producer. 

Two miles northwest of Parkers’ 
Landing, Smiley & Co. are reported as 
having drilled in a well that is showing 
good on the Milford farm. The oil was 
developed in the Rosenberry sand, and 
the report says the indications favor 
another Rosenberry pool. 


In the Flat run development, in 
Marion county, No. 4 Haught & Walker 
has been drilled into the first pay and 
made 90 barrels the first 12 hours. This 
well is located on the same side of the 
development as the Ann Harvey No. 5, 
which came in a good producer.

These propositions will be recognized 
by paint grinders as correct in the 
average for the production of liquid 
paints with the several materials and 
combinations, In the experiments they 
yielded satisfactory paints. The only 
hitch occurred with formula 2, five 
grams of lead yielding insufficient paint 
for properly covering the board. The 
quantities in this formula were then 
doubled, and thus sufficient paint was 
obtained for duplicating the test. 

While these experiments were not 
made with regard to the capacity of the 
materials for obscuring the grain of the 
wood, it may be of interest to note that 
in no case did two coats prove entirely 
satisfactory, though any of them, ex- 
cepting Nos. 4 and 6, would have passed 
for ordinary two-coat work. 

Formulas 3 and 5 were the most sat- 
isfactory in general results, with No, 5 
perceptibly whiter in color than No, 3. 

The results in each case were as fol- 
lows:

The experiment was 
also carried further to three coat work, 
where the saving in favor of zinc was 
still more striking.

In the above formulas where French 
process zine is used the substitution of 
a cheaper grade of zinc, which will not 
affect the general result, would some- 
what reduce the cost of material in all 
the formulas except Nos. 2 and 4 and 6. 

We observe in a recent issue that 
you indorse the call of one of your cor- 
respondents for practical facts regard- 
ing the use of zine white. We do not 
by any means admit that the literature 
issued by us and others hitherto in 
defense of zinc and combination paints 
has been destitute of these desirable 
commodities—the great majority of the 
trade testify to the opposite conclu- 
sion—but here are further facts, which 
will be supplemented when sufficient 
time elapses by accurate data as to the 
comparative durability of these several 
formulas, ete., etc. 

Meanwhile any one having the 
necessary appliances cam readily dupli- 
cate these tests, which, while we do net 
offer them as absolute figures on the 
cost of painting, will be found to repre- 
sent very accurately the relative pro- 
portion of cost for painting done under 
the several specified formulas.

“We have shown that certain dyes, 
to which I shall refer, are certainly 
free of duty because they are derived 
from anthracene. We have shown 
that certain other dyes, of which dia- 
mond black or alizarine black is the 
old and important one, are alizarine 
eolors under that act, and under the 
decisions of the courts, because al- 
though they are not chemically aliza- 
rines, they are alizarine under the de- 
cisions of the courts as much as the 
alizarine yellow decided by the court

We are 
now in a position to publish the testi- 
money favorable to the contention of 
the Government, which closed the case. 
At the hearing at which the final tes- 
timony was taken Mr. Dickerson, the 
attorney for the importers, opened with 
the following statememt of the case 
from their standpoint. He said: 

“The principal question in the case 
is a very simple one, being one of law. 
One set of these colors we claim to be 
free, because under the present act 
they are derived from anthracene, 
which makes them free, and as my 
friend, the counsel on the other side, 
agrees with us, we need no proof in 
regard to those. They cover the blues 
and the greens. They are not the most 
important colors. 

“The next question is one of law, and 
one of the greatest importance, and is 


a formal matter, there are certain 
colors under protest about which we 
have not taken any testimony. They 
are, alizarine black V B L, alizarine 
black S 3 B, alizarine brown R B, 
alizarine blue B A G, alizarine yellow 
D F G powder, alizarine yellow D F G 
paste, and alizarine yellow. These 
colors, we concede on olr side, are not 
chemically alizarine; they are, how- 
ever, colors which respond to all the 
tests of alizarine to the same extent 
that dlamond black does.’ 

Dr, Schweitzer then took the stand. 
He testified, in answer to questions by 
Mr, Dickerson, counsel for the importers, 
that alizarine black V B L, 8 3 B, 
brown R B, blue B A G, yellow, yellow 
D F G powder, yellow DFG paste, 
the colors under protest; all produce 
shades on mordanted wool which are 
fast to light, air, milling and fulling. 
They also dye unom wool mordanted 
with chrome or tartar mordants, 











hence they are alizarine colors under 
that definition. In answer to questions 
by Mr. Gibson, for the Government, the 
witness said the other colors were not 
made from anthracene or alizarine. 
“Alizarine black G A, so far as I know, 
has always had two names, alizarine 
black G A and diamond black. I really 
don’t know whether it had always been 
diamond black up to July, 1897. The 
common commercial name is diamond 
black, but both names were used.” 
Theodore B. Wagner testified on be- 
half of the Government. He has been 
engaged since Nov. 1, 1897, in coal tar 
colors investigations exclusively for the 
Government. He found that the alizar- 
ine black F, under protest, is a color de- 
rived or obtained from amidosalicylic 
acid and naphthylamine and naphthol- 
sulphonic acid. Alizarine black G A 
is a mixture of black F and diamond 
green, the latter being derived from 
practically the same material as aliza- 
rine black F. Some of the substances 
used in the manufacture of alizarine 
black G A and alizarine black F are 
derived from alizarine or anthracene. 


They are not dioxyanthraquinone, 
which is the chemical designation of 
alizarine, both natural and artificial. 


S 3 B is not derived 
from anthracene. Alizarine yellow is 
not chemically artificial alizarine; 
neither is alizarine yellow DFG. Aliz- 
arine blue B A G is not derived from 
anthracene or alizarine. Diamond black 
is an azo compound. 

The Government here produced wit- 
nesses to prove the question of com- 
mercial designation. Dr. Muurling, 
president of the Farbenfabriken of El- 
berfeld Company, the protestants, tes- 
tified that they had advertised alizarine 
black as diamond black ever since it 
began to be made in quantities, about 
eight or nine years. Cross-examined 
by Mr. Dickerson, he said the names 
alizarine black and alizarine diamond 
black had both been given to it. An- 
swering Mr. Gibson, he said that they 
advertised it entirely as alizarine black 
since the pasage of the present tariff. 

Other witnesses were examined, 
whose testimony was immaterial, and 
the case was closed. Mr. Dickerson 
then summed up for the importers. He 
said: 

“May it please the Court: This case, 
as I view it, is a case already decided 
for your Honors by two decisions of the 
Circuit Court of the United States. It 
is, as your Honors will see, absolutely 
impossible for you to hold these arti- 
cles to be dutiable without reversing 
the Circuit Court, which I do not un- 
derstand to be the practice here. I 
know that from the decision upon 
the decision upon which we rely no ap- 
peal has been taken. The other one, 
which was not our article, I do not 
know whether an appeal has been 
taken or not. The other one is our own 
case. I know no appeal has been taken 
in the Sehlbach case—E. Sehlback & 
Co. being the predecessors of the Far- 
benfabriken of Elberfeld Company. 

“Your Honors will understand, there- 
fore, that in so far as the greens and the 
blues which are here in controversy are 
concerned, we have proved, and the 
counsel for the Government admits, 
they are duty free in that they are de- 
rived from anthracene. There is no 
controversy in regard to those, and we 
will pass those. We then come to the 
important question. This question in- 
cludes every other color under protest 
here. The diamond black is the leading 
color. Concerning that diamond black, 
as your Honors have heard from the 
testimony just given, that color has 
been known—if it is material—as ali- 
zarine black from the beginning of its 
introduction, and is so known to-day, 
and is also known as diamond black. 
Most all of these bodies, to my knowl- 
edge, have two designations, as the 
witness told your Honors. Judge Town- 
send also refers to that matter.” 

JUDGE SOMERVILLE—“I_ under- 
stand you; there has been no appeal 
taken from that decision.” 

MR. DICKERSON—‘I am unable to 
answer as to the Matheson case. That 
1 am not interested in. I merely re- 
ferred to that incidentally. That case 
related to the act of 1890, which read as 
follows: ‘Alizarine, natural or artifi- 
cial, and dyes commercially known as 
alizarine yellow, alizarine orange, ali- 
zarine green, alizarine blue, alizarine 
brown, alizarine black.’ 

“Now, I call your Honors’ attention 
to the fact that the language of the 
tariff act of March 3, 1883, which was 
‘Alizarine, natural or artificial.” That 
was all. That was the act of 1883. The 
present act is ‘Alizarine, natural or ar- 
tificial.. The same language, and then 
it goes on and says, ‘And dyes derived 
from alizarine or anthracine,’ which 
does not come into the present argu- 
ment, 


Alizarine black 
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“We have, therefore, identically the 
same language in both acts. Now, the 
question is, What is the meaning of 
‘artificial alizarine?’ That is the only 
question before your Honors here. We 
admit that these colors—diamond black 
being a type—are not artificial aliza 
rine in the sense that they are not C 14 
H 804. We do say they are artificial 
alizarines because the words ‘artificial 
alizarines’ are defined by the courts and 
mean something else than that they are 
C14H80O4, It has come to mean in 
common parlance, in the definition of 
this tariff act, colors which respond to 
certain tests. These are fastness to 
milling and fulling and to light and air, 
a capacity to dye with a chrome or 
tartar emetic mordant. Any colors, any 
artificial colors, which respond to those 
tests are artificial alizarines under the 
decisions of the courts. 


‘“‘Now that matter was exactly decid- 
ed twice over in exactly the same lan- 
guage, and I may say, your Honor (the 
chairman) not having been here at the 
previous hearing, that I proved by Dr. 
Schweitzer that all of these colors are 
as closely artificial alizarines as are the 
alizarine blue and alizarine yellow, con- 
cerning which Judge Townsend’s deci- 
sion went; and that testimony has not 
been met or answered, and it therefore 
stands as true. 


“Now, the alizarine blue case, that 
was a naphthaline blue; it had no rela- 
tion whatever to alizarine, chemically 
eonsidered; it was derived from a to- 
tally different source, neither anthra- 
cene nor any body relating to anthra- 
cene. It had no anthracene nucleus in 
it, and it had no relation direct or in- 
direct to alizarine, and it was so held. 
The decision by Judge Townsend says: 
‘The counsel for the United States de- 
nies these claims’—that is, that it is ar- 
tificial alizarine. I am now reading 
from the decision in the case of W. J. 
Matheson & Co. vs. the U. S., in suit 
1201. ‘In support of the proposition that 
it is in fact alizarine black the import- 
er shows that it responds to certain 
tests which are recognized as the usual 
and characteristic tests in determining 
the question of membership in the fam- 
ily of alizarines. These characteristics 
are the application to wool mordanted 
with chrome and tartar mordants, and 
fastness of color In milling and fulling, 
and On exposure to sun and air. In these 
respects it is also like alizarine black 
S C.’ 

‘“‘Under those tests the court held that 
alizarine blue was artificial alizarine 
under this section of the tariff act—that 
is to say, in language corresponding to 
this section. The case of Sehlbach vs. 
the U. S. (67 Fed. Rep., 803) covers this 
identically. That case was never ap- 
pealed. That was one of our own pro- 
tests. The decision is short. The de- 
cision was under the tariff act of 1883, 
the language of which is identical with 
the language of the present act. The 
decision of Judge Townsend is as fol- 
lows: 

“*The merchandise in question is an- 
thracene or alizarine yellow, claimed to 
be free, as alizarine, natural or artifi- 
cial, under paragraph 595 of the tariff 
act of March 3, 1883, but assessed ‘or 
duty under paragraph 82, of said a, 
as a coaltar color or dye, by whatever 
name known, not specially provided for, 
That this article is not chemically ali- 
zarine seems to be immaterial. The 
evidence is undisputed that it responds 
to the alizarine tests’—these have been 
given to Your Honors previously by the 
Judge and the witnesses—‘and was 
commercially known and dealt in as 
alizarine or alizarine yellow at the time 
of the passage of said act. The decl- 
sion of the Board of General Appreais- 
ers affirming the action of the collector 
is reversed.’ 

“Now, I defy my friend on the other 
side to differentiate the present case 
from the case covered by that decision. 
The Government never has appealed 
from that decision, and it stands as the 
law to-day. That is a flat-footed deci- 
sion. That alizarine yellow was in no 
respect alizarine, a totally different 
color, never came from alizarine or an- 
thracene, but it was artificial alizarine 
because it responds to those tests, the 
language ‘artificlal alizarine’ covering 
all that class of bodies. It is utterly 
immaterial that my friend can quote 
works saying that diamond black is not 
chemically alizarine; we admit it; but 
we say it is artificial alizarine exactly 
as much as alizarine yellow was, and 
we have our evidence directly upon that 
point. We have called witnesses in re- 
gard to alizarine yellow and proved 
that it does not differ from alizarine in 
respect that It is fast to milling and 
fulling, to light and air and dyes with 
chrome or tartar mordants; it is iden- 
tical and therefore is, so far as this 
court is concerned, artificial alizarine 
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IMPRISONED

“But one other word and I am done. 
If Your Honors hold with me on that 
point, and follow the decisions of the 
courts, then that covers this whole line 
of protests. I believe I have brought 
myself within the decisions of the 
courts with reference to the browns 
when derived from other compounds. 
There are two of these browns here un- 
der protest which correspond identi- 
cally with the browns derivable from 
anthracene under the second section of 
the act. They can be made from an- 
thracene, and Dr. Wagner told you very 
freely that that was so. They are 
called mono oxy anthraquinones, which 
is practically a derivative from anthra- 
ecene. We don’t know, Dr. Wagner does 
not know, whether any or either of 
them was derived from anthracene; 
thinks he ¢éan tell by certain tests show- 
ing the absence or presence of certain 
impurities in those bodies, but so far 
as the bodies themselves go, they are 
identical whether they be derived from 
pyrogallic acid or from anthracene; 
they have the same identical chemical 
formula; they are as identical in this 
art, for all practical purposes, and for 
dutiable purposes, as are two drops of 
water. That cannot be disputed. The 
question is—and I am not sufficiently 
expert in the law of this department to 
answer it—whether the same identical 
body, a drop of water, H20, can be 
dutiable at one rate if dropped from 
the sky, and at another rate if it is 
made of two atoms of hydrogen and 
one of oxygen. They are the same 
body and must be dutiable at the same 
rate when it comes into this court, if it 
is always identically the same body. 
This is the case here, as Dr. Wagner 
has told Your Honors, so far as all 
practical purposes go. 

“I don't suppose Your Honors will 
ever get to that point, but, if you do, 
I find here two decisions of your board 
in the line which I am now arguing, 
especially that of coeruleine case, in 
which the court held that coeruleine 
was derived, as a matter of fact, from 
pyrogallic acid, but held it to be dutia- 
ble as a coal tar product; that its 
actual source of derivation happened to 
be pyrogallic acid, and held that since 
it was derivable from coal tar it was 
dutiable as a coal tar product. In 
other words, that the actual form of 


derivation was not material, but that 
the body was the same, from whatever 
source derived, was the controlling 
question upon this court. I don’t be- 
lieve Your Honors will have occasion 
to decide that point. I trust not, but, 
if so, I raise it.” 

Mr. Gibson, for the Government, filed 
his brief within the twenty days al- 
lowed by the board. It is as follows: 

“There are nine protests of the Far- 
benfabriken of Elberfeld Company in- 
volved in this hearing from the port of 
New York and seven from the port of 
Boston, The merchandise in question 
was assessed for duty under paragraph 
15, act of July 24, 1897, at 30 per cent. 
ad valorem, as a coal tar color or dye, 
and claimed to be exempt from duty 
under paragraph 469, same act, ‘as a 
dye derived from alizarine or anthra- 
cene.’ The protests do not cover all 
the colors and dyes claimed by the 
counsel for the protestants in his state- 
ment. With respect to alizarine in blue 
—B R 3 G, alizarine blue—N F A, aliz- 
arine green C G extra, and alizarine 
green C K, the Government considers 
that they are derived from alizarine and 
that they are exempt from duty, where 
they are properly claimed in the pro- 
tests. 

“As to the alizarine blacks and 
browns, which are the subject of con- 
troversy in these protests, the evidence 
establishes the fact, that these colors 
or dyes are not derived from nor made 
from alizarine or anthracene, and that 
they do not contain alizarine chemical- 
ly considered, either natural or arti- 
the counsel for the protestants; so that 
ficial, and these facts are admitted by 
the controversy in this case resolves 
itself into the construction of para- 
graph 469, act of July 24, 1897, which 
is as follows: ‘Alizarine, natural or 
artificial, and dyes derived from aliza- 
rine or from anthracene.’ This para- 
graph is different from that of the acts 
of 1883, 1890 and 1894 on the same sub- 
ject. The word ‘derived’ in the pres- 
ent act is entirely new and it limits 


and restricts dyes or colors entitled to 
exemption from duty to those which 
are ‘derived from’ alizarine or from 
anthracene, thus defining the source of 
such as are entitled to exemption from 
duty. When Congress changes the 
wording or phraseology of a sentence 
or paragraph in the tariff act, it does it 
for some purpose, else why make any 
change? (01 U. S. 281.)

The movement in all lines is some- 
What disappointing. In the colors trade 
seems to be of a hand to mouth char- 
acter and prices are unsettled as a re- 
sult of sharp competition between do- 
mestic and foreign manufacturers. The 
movement in white lead is slow and 
business at the present time seems to 
be far from realizing the expectations 
of buyers. In the various lead prod- 
ucts, apart from white lead, there is a 
steady feeling, but there is little busi- 
ness of an important character to re- 
port. There is a quiet but steady de- 
mand for the miscellaneous articles, 
and prices as a rule are well main- 
tained. 


White Lead, Zine, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—Trade the past week 
has not been up to general expecta- 
tions, though in a jobbing way a fair 
business has been done. The paucity of 
orders is hard to explain, except it may 
be attributed to the interest which the 
trade in general is taking in the meet- 
ing of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association, which begins its ses- 
sion in this city the coming week, at 
Which a large number of the trade 
throughout the country is expected to 
be present, and thus incidentally orders 
which have been delayed pending the 
coming here of representative members 
of firms are likely to be placed. There 
is reported to be more demand for dry 
lead in addition to regular contract de- 
liveries, for which 4%c., less the usual 
discount, is named for the old process, 
While other makes are procurable a 
shade less. The foreign markets for 
the extra grades of the lead in oil are 
all firmer, and the tendency is to a 
higher range of values, but as yet the 
agents for the old established brands 
continue their quotations of 84@8\sc., 
and for those not so well known 74@ 
7%c., as to brand and quantity, is 
named, but the demand for these is lim- 
ited. The various corroders as_ yet 
have made no change in their price list, 
which is as follows: “In lots of less 
than 500 lbs., 64c., net; dry white lead 
in bbls., %c. per lb. less than prices in 
kegs. Red lead and litharge in bbls. 
and half bbls., 4c. per lb. less than 
price in kegs. White lead in 12%-lb. tin 
pails (packed in 100-lb. cases), 1c, per Ib. 
over price in kegs. White lead in 25-lb. 
tin pails (packed in 100-lb. or 200-Ib. 
cases), Y%c. per lb. over price in kegs. 
White lead assorted in 1-lb., 2-lb., 3-lb. 
and 5-lb, cans (packed in 100-lb. cases), 
1%c. per lb, over price in kegs. Terms: 
On lots of 500 lbs. and over, 60 days, or 
2 per cent. discount for cash, if paid in 
15 days from date of invoice. Quanti- 
ties: To make either of above required 
quantities an assortment of packages 
of either or all of the above articles may 
be counted. The above prices and terms 
supersede all previous prices and terms 
named,”

RED LEAD.—There is a slight im- 
provement in the spot demand for both 
domestic and foreign makes, in addition 
to the regular contract deliveries. As 
yet no change has been made by domes- 
tic corroders in prices, neither is one 
contemplated in the near future, re- 
gardless of the reports which come to 
the surface now and then about an ad- 
vance. Foreign makes in first hands is 
in light stock for prompt delivery, thus 
enabling second hands who have stocks 
on hand to obtain full prices. For some 
of the extra grades from store they are 
quoting 7% @8c., but from arrival or for 
delivery over the month 74@7%c. is 
named, according to brand, quantity 
and seller. English Is also firmer and 
held steady at 74@7%c., as to brand, 
quantity and seller. 

LITHARGE.—The bulk of the busi- 
ness passing at the moment is in de- 
liveries to both the rubber and glass 
trades upon regular contracts. New 
business is scarce, though now and then

for car lots, and 5%c. and upward for 
smaller quantities, as to size of order 
less the regular discount terms. English 
glass makers’ grades are offered In a 
limited way at 74%@8téc., as to brand 
and size of the order. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—The price for 
French has been advanced, both for 
spot and for arrival, with only a lim- 
ited quantity obtainable at 10%c. for 
arrival, and 10%@lic. for spot parcels, 
as to quantity and seller.

‘“‘When this bill passed the House, it 
had in this paragraph, after the word 
‘anthracene,’ the wording, ‘napthazarin 
black,’ These words were stricken out 
in the Senate amendment to the bill, 
and it was so passed, thus showing 
that there was an expressed intent on 
the part of Congress to limit the ex- 
emption from duty to dyes that were 
actually made from alizarine or from 
anthracene, 

“So far as the decisions of the courts 
are concerned on this subject, there is 
nothing that affects the classification 
of the merchandise under considera- 
tion, as the statute is now. The case 
of United States vs. Matheson, suit 
No, 1201, concerns a coal tar color or 
dye, which it was admitted was not 
an alizarine, either natural or artifi- 
cial. The importers claimed free en- 
try therefor solely under the provision 
of paragraph 478 of the tariff act of 
October 1, 1890, which provided denomi- 
natively for ‘alizarine black,’ which the 
importers claimed their article to be 
commercially. 

“The Government contended that the 
provisions of paragraph 478 applied 
only to colors or dyes known com- 
mercially by those names at or prior to 
the date of the tariff act. There was 


such an ‘alizarine black,’ so known 
commercially, and imported by Pick- 
hardt & Kuttroff for two or three 


years prior to 1890. The contest was 
waged along these lines, and the case 
went off in the Court of Appeals sole- 
ly upon the ground that the importers, 
not having produced evidence before 
the Board of General Appraisers when

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no standing in the Circuit Court or in 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, to at- 
tack the classification by the Collector, 
under United States vs, China & Japan 
Trading Company (71 Fed. Rep., 864). 
So the decision of Judge Townsend in 
this case, which has been referred to 
by the learned counsel for the protest- 
ants in his brief, was reversed. What- 
ever he may have said in his opinion 
on the subject under consideration is, 
therefore, without force or effect, 

“The other case of E. Sehlbach & Co, 
vs. U. S., 1,798, which was tried in this 
circuit before Judge Townsend, Jan. 15, 
1897, referred only to certain so-called 
alizarine yellow, under act of 1883, which 
was classified for duty by the Collector 
as a coal tar color at 35 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph indexed 82 of 
that act, and protested by the import- 
ers as being free as ‘alizarine natural 
or artificial, under paragraph 595 of 
the same act. The importer’s evidence 
showed that the dyes were commercial- 
ly known as alizarines, but that the yel- 
low was chemically not an alizarine, 
either natural or artificial. The Board 
of General Appraisers overruled the 
protest, but Judge Townsend reversed 
the decision of the board as to this so- 
called ‘alizarin yellow,’ and the Gov- 
ernment acquiesced in this particular 
case, but without prejudice to the re- 
trial of this issue in other cases, for the 
reasons stated in S. S. 17,901. This case 
is reported in the 78 Fed. Rep. 803. 

“The Sehlbach case, Suit No. 1,990, re- 
lating to certain alizarine blues, claimed 
by the importers to be free under para- 
graph 478, act of 1890, decided by the 
Board of General Appraisers (Book 167, 
page 197), and held not to be one of the 
dyes which on and prior to the Act 
of October 1, 1890, was not commercially

“Taking advantage of this distin- 
guishing and valuable feature of the 
alizarine colors, manufacturers of coal 
tar colors have adopted the same des- 
ignation for colors other than aliza- 
rines, thereby misleading the purchas- 
ers regarding the origin and true value 
of the color. As a matter of fact, it 
may be stated that owing to the phras- 
ing of the tariff act, at present hardly 


any coal tar colors are imported into, erroneously classified as taxable.

That the framers 
of the tariff law had only one arti- 
ficial alizarine in mind and not an 
endless variety of so-called alizarine 
colors is evident from the wording of 
the paragraph which reads: ‘Alizarine, 
natural or artificial.” It stands to rea- 
son that if this term were to include 
any number of blacks, blues, yellows, 


browns, and so on, the plural would 
have been employed in the phrase, 
which would then have read: ‘Aliza- 


rines, natural or artificial.’ 

“Inasmuch as the Townsend decision 
is not specific, as stated above, the re- 
sult, if the same were to be recognized 
as the law, would unquestionably be 
that the importers would avail them- 
selves of the opportunities thus offered 
and wrongfully import their goods un- 
der the protection of paragraph 469, 
whereas, in accordance with the spirit 
of the law, they should come under the 
provision of paragraph 15 of the tariff 
act of July 24, 1897, assessing a duty 
of 30 per cent. ad valoren on such mer- 
chandise.” 

A decision by the board is expected 
almost any day.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Stamp Tax Decisions, 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 7, 1898. 


The officials of the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue, after struggling for sev- 
eral weeks with two important prob- 
lems arising under Schedule B of the 
internal revenue law, have finally de- 
cided to refer them to the Attorney 
General for an opinion. These two 
problems cover, first, the class of reme- 
dies the names of which include a sug- 
gestion of the disease for which they 
are employed, and second, the extensive 
class of uncompounded drugs which are 
put up for sale in packages held by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue to 
be similar to the style adopted by man- 
ufacturers of patent medicines in plac- 
ing their goods on the market. 

The contentions of the manufacturers 
of medicines the names of which include 
the disease for which they are adminis- 
tered were set forth at length in the 
brief recently filed with the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, in which 
“Pills Neuralgic’” and ‘“anti-dyspeptic 
No. 1” were selected as examples of 
preparations which it is claimed were 
Since 
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the filing of this brief other manufac- 
turers have addressed the Commissioner 
o1 the same subject, and have argued 
a: length the impropriety of permitting 
the taxable status of a preparation to 
depend upon a name which has been 
in use for many years, Which is not pro- 
prietary and which in many cases is a 
misnomer. The last point applies with 
special force to the remedy Known as 
“anti-dyspeptic No. 1,” which, while it 
may perhaps have been used in the 
treatment of dyspepsia many years ago, 
ig never administered for that affection 
at the present day, but, on the con- 
trary, is used as a simple and satis- 
factory purge. In this connection 
special emphasis is placed upon the 
construction of the English law which 
for many years has been held to per- 
mit the name of the disease to appear 
on ‘the label of the preparation without 
subjecting it to tax, the only limita- 
tion being that there shall be no ex- 
pressed recommendation of the efficacy 
of remedy. The British Board of In- 
jand Revenue recently decided that 
while a preparation labeled “ambroca- 
tion for sprains and bruises’’ was tax- 
able, a similar preparation labeled 
“gout and rheumatic liniment”’ was not 
taxable, although the same article la- 
beled “liniment for gout and rheuma- 
tism” was liable to the stamp duty. In 
making this ruling it was annuvunced 
that the “practice of the board has been 
te allow such words to be used upon 
the label on a bottle of medicine sold 
unstamped as will be sufficient only to 
give a distinctive designation to the 
medicine.”” The Attorney General will 
give early consideration to this case, 
and a decision is expected within a few 
days. 

The issue regarding the taxability of 
uncompounded drugs, such as sulfonal, 

trional, etc., etc., is somewhat complli- 
cated by the action which the depart- 
ment has taken in agreeing to the trial 
of a test case in order to secure a ju- 
dicial ruling as to the taxability of 
these goods. The final decision of the 
courts must, of course, be the basis 
upon which the ruling of the Commis- 
sioner will be made with reference to 
this case, but the Attorney General's 
opinion will have an important bearing 
upon the court proceedings, and possi- 
bly may result in the withdrawal of the 
action instituted by the bureau a few 
weeks ago when a technical seizure was 
made as the basis for prosecution to de- 
termine the taxability of a considerable 
number of preparations of this class. 
The Reporter's correspondent is in- 
formed by a high officiat of the Com- 
missioner’s office that if the Attorney 
General decides that uncompounded 
drugs are not taxable the proceedings 
instituted in the courts will probably be 
suspended and no further attempt made 
to tax these goods, Further, it is stated 
that if the lower court holds these goods 
to be exempt from taxation the Attor- 
ney General's opinion will guide the 
bureau as to any further action that 
may be necessary. The bureau, there- 
fore, regards it as important that an 
opinion should be secured from the 
highest law officer of the Government, 
notwithstanding the pendency of the 
case in the courts. 

The manufacturers of pharmaceutical 
preparations and other articles taxed 
under Schedule B have been not a little 
disturbed by the course of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue in directing 
that action be taken to levy penalties 
upon all manufacturers failing to make 
sworn returns of their output. On Sept. 
3 a circular letter was sent to collec- 
tors In which those officials were in- 
structed that where sickness or absence 
on the part of the manufacturer could 
be shown, the penalty need not be en- 
forced, but that this concession could 
only apply retroactively, and would not 
relieve manufacturers who should 
neglect to comply with the law after 
Oct. 1. Commenting upon the inquiries 
from manufacturers as to the scope of 
the department’s instructions to collec- 
tors, Deputy Commissioner Wilson said 
to the Reporter’s correspondent to-day: 

“These circulars have erroneously 
‘een supposed to apply to manufactur- 
ers of articles taxed under the provis- 
ions of Schedule B. As a matter of 
fact, they relate solely to individuals 
and firms liable under the special tax 
provisions of the law. It will be the 
policy of the department in the future 
to assess the 50 per cent. penalty on all 
persons required to take out special li- 
censes who fail to do so promptly. 

“With regard to manufacturers of ar- 
ticles provided in Schedule B, section 
23 of the war revenue act prescribes 
that ‘every manufacturer or maker, or 
the foreman, agent or superintendent, 
shall at the end of each and every 
month make, sign and file with the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the dis- 
trict in which he resides a declaration 
im writing that no such article or com- 
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modity has, during such preceding 
month or time when the last declara 
tion was made, been removed, or car- 
ried, or sent from the premises of such 
manufacturer or maker, other 
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than | 


such as have been duly taken account | 


of and charged with the stamp tax, on 
pain of such manufacturer or maker 
forfeiting for every refusal or neglect to 
make such declaration one hundred dol- 
lars; and if any such manufacturer or 
maker, or his foreman, agent, or super- 
intendent, shall make any false or un- 
true declaration. Such manufacturer or 
maker or foreman, or agent, or super- 
intendent making the same shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall pay a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars; or be 
imprisoned not more than six months, 
or both, at the discretion of the court.” 

“It will be observed that there is no 
provision here for the assessment by 
the commissioner of the penalty, but 
the offense being deemed a misde- 
meanor, action must be brought against 
the offender in the usual way, and his 
fine or imprisonment fixed by the 
courts. So far the Commissioner has 
not found it necessary to bring such a 
ease to the attention of the law officers 
of the Government, and we probably 
will not do so unless a particular flag- 
rant violation of the law should be dis- 
covered. While a rigid interpretation 
of section 23 might be held to require all 
retail druggists manufacturing small 
quantities of medicines to make sworn 
returns, it would not be practicable to 
insist upon the literal execution of this 
provision, and as at present advised the 
Bureau will not require returns to be 
made by this class of petty manufac- 
turers.”’ 

The Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue has made another interesting de- 
cision with regard to the liability of 
commercial brokers, in which he holds 
that brokers whose connections are lim- 
ited may be exempt from special tax. 
In a letter to a Southern collector he 
says: 

“Your letter of the 15th inst., with in- 
closure of letters from Mr. A. F. Lunn 
of Houston, Tex., in which he claims 
that he is not liable as a commercial 
broker, and requests that the money 
paid by him as such be refunded, has 
been received. 

“It has been decided that where a 
man is employed to represent one, two, 
or three firms to solicit and receive or- 
ders on commission for their goods, and 
is bound by his agreement with them 
to give his entire service to them tu 
the exclusion of other firms, or persons, 
he is not regarded as a commercial 
broker within the meaning and Intent 
of the law. 

“The case of Mr, A. F. Lunn is quite 
different. He holds himself out as a 
merchandise broker, has a place of 
business, and states in his letter that 
he is a resident broker or salesman 
for factories and jobbers in different 
portions of the United States, and I 
hold he is liable as commercial broker 
and must pay special tax as such,”

Lead in the Isle of Man. 


What promises to prove a valuable dis- 
covery of lead has just been made at 
Douglas. The spot is situated behind 
the gasworks, and is part of several 
acres of ground leased about twenty 
years ago to a Liverpool syndicate, 
which was’ unsuccessfully worked, 
finally abandoned and sold. It is stat- 
ed that £11,000 was lost in the venture. 
A shaft thirty fathoms deep was sunk, 
and a level 100 fathoms long made, but 
no lead was found. Two years ago the 
owners sold their rights to Mr. John 
Cain of the Esplanade, Douglas. It 
looked like throwing money into the 
sea. At the end of twelve months Mr, 
Cain was required to pay the balance 
cf the purchase money. He had done 
nothing, and offered to sacrifice a good 
sum to get out of the agreement, This 
offer was not accepted, and the matter 
was put into the hands of the Attorney- 
General to recover the full amount. Ac- 
cordingly a complete deed of sale was 
given and the money paid. While the 
suit was pending a quarryman wor.aing 
on the ground accidentally came across 
a layer of lead. The vendors wavered, 
but Mr, Cain stood firm, and the prop- 
erty became his. Five months ago «x- 
perienced men began prospecting in 
quite another part of the disused shaft 
and level, and they have met with en- 
couraging results. After driving only a 
thirteen-fathom level into the side of 
Deuglas Head, and a four-fathom on 
the cross-cut, a deposit of lead has been 
struck, rich in silver. Pieces of the 
mineral weighing eight and nine pounds 
and almost pure have been taken out, 
and the vein is improving. From what 
can now be seen the success of the un-

Bankruptcy Law Regulations. 


Washington, Oct. 7, 1898. 

In spite of the reluctance of certain 
courts to proceed with the adjudication 
of voluntary petitions in bankruptcy, 
many judges have appointed referees 
and referred petitions with the result 
that some important precedents 
have already been established under the 
new law. In the United States District 
Court of Ohio, Referee Remington has 
rendered an elaborate decision, of which 
the Supreme Court has been advised, 
upon an important point, which will 
frequently arise hereafter in all juris- 
dictions. In the case referred to the 
creditors of the bankrupt protested 
against the action of the referee in per- 
mitting to be scheduled as part of the 
bankrupt’s debts, the liability which he 
had incurred as a stockholder in an in- 
solvent corporation. The objectors con- 
tended that the claims of creditors of 
insolvent corporations, until after final 
decree in a stockholder’s liability suit 
fixing the amount of the bankrupt’s lia- 
bility in the form of a judgment, are 
not provable debts within the contem- 
plation of the bankruptcy act. The 
referee held against this view of the law 
on the ground that it would defeat the 
purpose of the statute. 

“If the bankrupt,” he said, “cannot 
get a discharge from his corporate lia- 
bility until the termination of some 
stockholders’ liability suit brought 
against him, he might be compelled to 
wait until doomsday for his discharge 
(except for the statute of limitations) 
for I know no way in which any credi- 
tor could be compelled to bring suit 
against him for this purpose. Indeed, 
it would be a distinct object of corpor- 
ate creditors to delay as long as possi- 
ble before terminating a stockholder’s 
liability suit where a stockholder is in 
bankruptcy, and the unfortunate bank- 
rupt, whose bankruptcy might be co- 
incident and caused by the insolvency 
of the corporation, would be obliged to 
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characteristics as compared with that 
from E. globulus: 



































riod of the six years’ limitation appli- 
cable to stockholder’s liability before 
he would be wise In going into bank- 
ruptcy, and were he forced into bank- 
ruptcy before the expiration of the six- 
year limitation and before the termina- 
tion of the stockholder’s liability sult, 
he would be left still enslaved by the 
corporate debts which were the cause 
of his ruin.” 


In the case at bar, the referee held 
that, if the facts as to the corporate lia- 
bility of the bankrupt were clearly set 
forth, he would undertake to deter- 
mine the allowance to be made to the 
corporate creitors, but as these cred- 
itors refused to present any testimony 
as to the probable debts of the corpora- 
tion, the solvency of other stockholders, 
ete., he would not allow them to partici- 
pate in the elction of trustees, but in- 
definitely postponed the admission of 
their claim to final prooof and allow- 
ance, 

Following this precedent, corporate 
creditors will be compelled promptly to 
institute suits against stockholders be- 
fore filing their clalms in bankruptcy, 
or to take the chances of the determina- 
tion of the bankrupt’s liability by the 
referee in the case.

Eucalyptus Oil. 


A year ago Messrs. R. T. Baker, F. L. 
S., and H. G. Smith, F. Cc. S., of the 
Technological Museum, Sydney, N. S. 
W., commenced an investigation on the 


The globulus oil used was the ‘Pla- 
typus” brand. The authors find that old 
leaves yield most oil. Their work 
brought out several interesting facts— 
e. g., that aldehydic bodies (which cause 
cough when the oll is smelled) always 
accompany the crude oil, and that they 
are easily removed by redistillation; 
further, that redistillation Is advisable 
in order to get rid of most of the ter- 
penes which boil below eucalyptol. E. 
punctata is known as the “gray gum.” 
In a later paper they deal with the tree 
which yields red, stringy bark—viz., E. 
macrorhyncha. From the leaves they 
have obtained oil which, besides con- 
taining a large percentage of eudesmol 
(the stearoptene of eucalyptus oil), 
gives an oil of excellent quality con- 
taining over 50 per cent. of eucalyptol, 
and answering all the requirements of 
the British Pharmacopoeia with the ex- 
ception of specific gravity. The au- 
thors, while not disputing the value of 
E. globulus oil, point out that it is 
quite an erroneous notion to suppose 
that it is the only yielder of good oil. 
Of course, It should be observed that 
eucalyptus-oil distillers, who draw their 
supplies from districts where more than 
one species of eucalypt abounds, must 
trust to the intelligence of the collec- 
tors, and without highly skilled labor 
they cannot be sure of putting the 
leaves of one species only in their stills. 
A very large proportion of commercial 
eucalyptus oil is, therefore, obtained 
from mixed leaves.—Chemist and Drug- 
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Mr. J. F. Schoellkopf, Jr., of the 
Schoellkopf Aniline and Color Com- 
pany of Buffalo, was in town a few 
days last week. 

Schieffelin & Co. are proceediug 
against Carlos Hernandez, a former 
clerk in the Spanish department, who 
Was discharged last March, when ir- 
regularities were discovered.

LINSEED.—The prices quoted on lin- 
seed oil a week ago hold good to-day, 
namely, 35c. in five barrel lots, and 36c. 
for lots of less than five barrels. Out 
of town oil is ruling about ic. less than 
city goods, and both remain firm at the 
figures quoted. Seed remain steady 
at Chicago, but the reason given by 
city crushers for the good condition of 
the market is the old time one of sup- 
ply and demand. No big sales are re- 
ported, but a good inquiry, and steady 
small sales are the features of the mar- 
ket. 

Calcutta oil remains at 54e, 

COTTONSEED CRUDE.—There has 
been very little change in the situation 
since our last report. While it is pos- 
sible for one to enlarge on the situation 
to fill up space, the facts do not war- 
rant our inflicting such upon our read- 
ers, As our report from Texas 
shows, prices for seed have been re- 
duced to correspond with the low prices 
obtainable for oil. The news of fever in 
the valley may have a tendency to 
further demoralize the situation in that 
quarter. The quality of the oil in the 
Atlantic is not up to the usual stand- 
ard, consequently prices have eased off, 
and, while a few sales have been made 
at 13@13%c., according to quality, buy- 
ers have reduced their bids from \c. to 
%ec. for further lots. The receipts 
of oil at this port are still light, 
though it is reported that next week 
will show an increase, as there is 
considerable consigned oil on way 
to this market. The sales reported 
comprise 40 tanks of Texas at 12%@l13c., 
according to quality; 20 do. Atlantic at 
13@13\4ec, the former for off and the lat- 
ter for an extra quality; 1 tank Atlan- 
tic 134%4c, and 100 bbls. prime spot at 18c. 

REFINED.—The market has been 
steady throughout the week. In strict- 
ly prime and choice grades this stead- 
iness has been firmly accentuated by 
the known present scarcity of these 
descriptions. In some cases a frac- 
tional advance in prices has been ob- 
tained on these better and best grades, 
and a further moderate advance is 
further looked for by the few holders. 
That there is a good deal of off-qual- 
ity of crude is now well known, but 
sales of these grades for shipment in 
October and November have been on 
a large scale, and the interest in re- 
fined cotton oil at its present price ap- 
pears to be quite general. So even 
for off-grade the bottom appears to 
have been touched for the moment. 
What the further future will bring 
must depend on the lard and tallow 
market, the latter of which has cer- 
tainly been very firm and active dur- 
ing the past two weeks, and the for- 
mer has gone low enough to please the 
most sanguine bear. So that for the 
moment, at least, all unfavorable fea- 
tures appear to have been discounted 
in the price, and there is another item 
which may materialize in a bull point 


by and by, which is the news from 
Texas and Mississippi Valley that, 


owing to the poor quality of seed and 
the low price for oll, mill men intend 
and in some cases have been, paying a 
dollar less per ton for seed than a 
week ago. Considering that the price 
of seed is very low, the conclusion lies 
close that we are near a point when 
the receipts of seed must be seriously 
affected by the low price paid for it. 
In this way an improvement of value, 
when it does come about, will have 
started at the right place—at the bot- 
tom. There is a good inquiry from 
exporters for prompt and delivery 
over the year, but the high rates of 
ocean freights, they thaving advanced 


about 50 per cent. within’ the past 
month restricts trading here. This 
state of affairs also applies to 
New Orleans, where buyers are 
finding considerable trouble in ship- 


which they purchased some 
weeks ago for October shipment. 
In several instances these deliveries 
have been brought to this port for 
shipment. A choice grade of oil that 
will make white oil Is scarce and 
readily commands full prices. In fact, 
22%ec. is freely bid for this class of oil, 
but those having this stock are indif- 
ferent about selling. There are rumors 
of a short interest for October, both in 
oil and frelghts, and those who have 
been fortunate enough to secure ocean 
freight room have been paying 21@21'%c. 
for off yellow and 22@22%c. for prime 
for prompt delivery. There is no scar- 
city in off yellow, and from all indica- 
tions there will be an over-stock of this

The labor situation has 
developed no new features of conse- 
quence;a few small strikes have been re- 
ported, and some of the older ones have 
come to an end, the more important be- 
ing that of the shoemakers in Massa- 
chusetts.

Decision on Undervaluation. 


Judge Brown of the U. S. District 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York has handed down a decision in a 
customs case which is of interest to 
importers of all kinds of merchandise, 
although the case in point related to oil 
paintings. 

In January, 1898, the Collector seized 
the goods on the ground that the entry 
was presumptively fraudulent because 
the appraised value was more than 50 
per cent. in excess of the entered value. 
The importers had entered the goods 
for consumption and had deposited the 
estimated duties thereon. The United 
States District Attorney commenced 
proceedings in rem for the forfeiture 
of the goods under Section 7 of the 
Customs Administrative Act as 
amended. The importers did not claim 
the goods, and decree of condemnation 
and sale by default followed. After 
the marshal had sold these goods un- 
der said decree and returned the pro- 
ceeds of the sale, $207.28, into court, the 
importers and owners of the goods, by 
their attorneys, Messrs. Lewinson, 
Kohler & Schattman, obtained an or- 
der from Judge Brown requiring the 
Government to show cause why the de- 
eree of condemnation and sale should 
not be amended by providing that the 
clerk shall pay over said sum of money, 
proceeds of sale, to the Government on 
and upon condition of the Government's 
paying to the importers the amount of 
$70.52, which they had deposited as es- 
timated duties on said seized goods 
when they originally entered the same

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Meeting of the New York Section of 
the American Chemical Society. 


The regular meeting of the New York 
Section of the American Chemical So- 
ciety was held last Friday evening at 
the College of the City of New York, 
with an attendance of fifty-one mem- 
bers, Dr. Wm. MeMurtrie presiding. 

An informal report was made as to 
the progress in organizing a chemical 
club, in which it was stated that the 
matter is in the hands of a committee, 
of which Dr. C. F. Chandler is chair- 
man, and the subject is being actively 
canvassed, 

The question of inviting the society 
at large to hold the mid-Winter meet- 
ing in New York was then taken up for 
discussion, and on final motion the vote 
was unanimous in favor of it, and 
committees of arrangements were or- 
dered appointed. 

The death of Dr. Bromwell was then 
announced, and a brief sketch of his 
career presented, 

The following papers were read: 

(@) Aug. E. Knorr, “An Extraction 
Apparatus with a Novel Accessory.” 

(2) Albert C. Hale, “A Statement of 
the Work Accomplished at the General 
Meeting of the Section in Boston.” 

(3) William MecMurtrie, “Some Rec- 
ords of the Year’s Progress in Applied 
Chemistry.” 

Dr. Hale stated that the membership 
of the Society is now 1,378; that of the 
Section 285, and that of the recently 
organized New England Section is al- 
ready over 200, the new members elect- 
ed since Sept. 1 numbering 60.

LUBRICATING OILS.--X I. 


JOURNAL OILS FOR MINING MACHINERY. 

The largely increased use of rope and 
belt systems of power and transmis- 
sion in coal, iron and other mines has 
opened a profitable field for the dis- 
posal of those grades of oils and 
greases which are particularly adapted 
for lubricating the journals of the ma- 
chinery. Not long ago the few pieces 
of mechanical apparatus concerned in 
the limited power hauling systems in 
mines, some bearings in the ventilat- 
ing devices and a few places in the ma- 
chinery in the elevator shafts were

Even the ropage used and the grooves 
in which they are run have an effect 
upon the lubrication of the bearings. 
Some mine corporations put in rope 
hauling plants with the grooves of the 
sheaves V-shaped as in Fig 4. The 
rope rides near the top and only a part 
of the rope contacts with the groove, 
resulting in slipping of the rope, neces- 
sarily retarding the action of the sys- 
tem and preventing the free lubrication

of the journals. The other extreme, 
Fig. 5, is the round groove, in which the 
rope has no chance to get a grip, re- 
sulting in slipping, and developing 
faults which are likely to be laid to the 


non-effectiveness of the oils. The most 
successful groove which I have seen in 
mines is the oval or the type of groove 
in Fig. 6. The rope neither binds in 
the groove nor slips in it. The motion 
is therefore steady and the lubricants 
have a fair chance. 
SULICES. 

A recklessly spliced rope in a rope 
drive causes a thump every time the 
splice strikes the wheel, and the con- 
sequent jar has a tendency to throw 
the shaft lubricant outward. In one 
mine the writer noticed that such a 
splice created a vibrating motion to the 
wheel, and as the wheel would strike 
an adjoining collar on the shaft, a lit- 
tle oil would be spattered out. This 
wastes oil. The right way to make a 
splice is shown in Fig. 7, in which the 
ends of the rope are unwound about 14 
inches and placed alternately with ends 
C, E, G of one end between ends B, D 
and E F of the other. Then twist each 
end around its corresponding end, lay 
im the strands, draw up tight, cut off 
the surplus, and a firm, round and even 
splice will result. 
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ARC OF CONTACT. 


The arc of contact of the ropes on 
the wheels should be noticed by oil 
men, for if the are of contact is like 
that in Fig. 8, extending only from the 
line H, much of the wheel surface is 
lost and the rope will slip, and nine 
times out of ten the proprietors will 
grumble about the oils or greases used 
instead of resorting to the right rem- 
edy. If the arc of contact is increased 
to line I, Fig. 9, more of the wheel is

small, and it did not pay an oil drum- 
mer to go much out of his way for the 
sake of selling a barrel or so of grease 
or cheap oil. But the conditions are 
very different now. It not only pays 
to make special trips to mining sec- 
tions with samples of oils and lubri- 
cants, but it pays to look into the mat- 
ter of oiling bearings of mining ma- 
chinery and see what particular lines 
of oils or greases are required for ef- 
fective service. There being no text 
books on the subjejct of lubricating 
mining machinery, such as may be had 
on lubricating stationary and marine 
engines, a personal trip to the interior 
of a modern equipped coal or other 
mine is recommended. It will be seen 
that wire, cotton, manila and other 
types of ropes are extensively operat- 
ed in connection with underground 
power and transmission plants instead 
of the old-time cartage methods. All of 
these rope systems require sheaves at 
each end of the drive and specially de- 
signed sheaves at every turn of a 
passage or shaftway. All of these 
sheaves, of course, operate on bear- 
ings, and the bearings call for such 
grades of oils as are serviceable in 
damp, dark and oftentimes dust-laden 
underground passages, Fig. 1 shows the 
form of sheave and bearing usually em- 
ployed. The oil cups are placed over 
each bearing. There is no reason why 
the lubrication should not be perfect. 
The capped oil cups keep out the coal 
dust, and if the oil is suitable to the 
nature of the surroundings the bear- 
ings will not heat, even at the high 
speed at which many of the sheaves are 
necessarily operated in some drives. 
The trouble is that the rules for the 
successful running of the bearings are 
not adhered to. In some mines, instead 
of using the most reliable appliances 
for feeding the oil, the old custom of 
pouring the oil promiscuously over the 
bearings is done. 

In one mine I found that all of the 
bearings of a good rope drive were 
completely choked by the coal dust 
having collected on the gummed oil 
which had been poured over the jour- 
nals. The superintendent blamed the 
drive, the lubricants and all connect- 
ed. After cleaning all bearings and 
putting on automatic oil cups another 
start was made with the same grade of 
oil, and according to last accounts the

utilized and the frictional power in- 
creased. If increased to line J, Fig. 10, 
we get still more contact with the wheel 
and the liability of the rope slipping, 
even if very loose, is decreased. 


APPLICATION OF THE OIL. 


If the ropes draw down on the wheel, 
so that the shaft bears chiefly at A, 
Fig. 11, the lubricant may be let in 
from the top, as it will get a good 
chance to distribute before cut off at 








superintendent is much pleased with 
his plant.

the points of contact with the bearing. 
If the rope pulls upward on the wheel, 
the contact with the bearing is at B, 
and the best service is obtained if the 


oil is left in at the side as shown. If 
the pull is to the side C, feed in the oil 
on the opposite side. 

COMPLICATED SYSTEMS. 

That considerable rests with the man- 
ner of applying the oil to rope systems 
in mines is illustrated by the system 
shown in Fig. 14. In this drive the 
main jack wheel was provided with 4 
grooves and as many ropes all running 
in different directions, | The jack wheel 
itself was turned by belt A. One line 
of ropes ran from the jack wheel over 
idlers B, B, at an angle. Another set 
dropped down below as at E, E. An- 
other went out to the right at D, D, and 
another to the left over guide wheels 
G, G. In order to effectively lubricate 
this scheme, it was necessary to make 
note of the contact of the bearings in 
each line and apply oil tubes as planned 
in Figs. 11, 12 and 13. 

LUBRICATING WOOD COGS. 

A good grade of grease, such as is 
used on link driving chain systems, 
works well in mines in connection with 
wood toothed gears. Fig. 15 is a wood 
cog in good shape. Fig. 16 shows a 
wood cog badly worn at G, and it is 
when they get into this condition that 
the greases fail to work. When the 
workmen complain about the cogs stick- 
ing, owing to bad greasing, I always 
examine the cogs, and if found to be in 
the shape shown in Fig. 16, insist upon 
the substitution of new cogs. Fig. 17 
is merely a suggestion to show a good 
form of greasing brush seen in a mine 
recently for greasing wood cogs.

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Ammonia and Its Sources. 
BY DR. BRUNO TERNE. 


Since I had the pleasure of addressing 
the Chemical Section on this subject, 
seven years have rolled by. Members 
who were present at the October meet- 
ing, 1891, will remember the spirited de- 
bate which took place over the proba- 
bilities of the ammonia production in 
connection with the cokeries of the 
United States. 

I take pleasure in referring to the re- 
port of that meeting, and it is a still 
greater satisfaction to me to-night to 
be able to say to you that the views 





' which I expressed at that time have 


been verified, and that a beginning has 
been made by two large companies to 
produce coke with the gains of the by- 
products, 

While circumstances have prevented 
my taking active part in the practical 
development of this industrial branch, 
in which I had taken a deep interest, I 
had to leave the field to others more 
favorably connected. I cannot but feel 
proud that the views which I expressed 
six years ago have since been indorsed 
by reality, and that a new industry has 
been established in our, country. 

In my paper I dwelt mainly on the 
Otto system, of which the patent rights 
for the United States were purchased 
by a syndicate about three years ago, 
with headquarters first in Cleveland, 
O., and now in Pittsburgh, Pa. 

The first ovens were constructed in 
the coke department of the Cambria 
Iron Company, Johnstown, Pa., and 
very satisfactory results have been re- 
ported. Iam not quite sure of the num- 
ber of Otto ovens in operation in this 
country; the report in Mineral Industry 
for 1825 puts the number at 60, but 
I feel sure that this number has now 
been more than doubled. I know of 120 
Otto ovens being erected in McKees- 
port, Pa., alone. 

In Germany 2,237 Otto ovens were in 
operation in 1895, and 480 more of the 
most improved pattern were built in 
1896, in the Ruhr district alone; no more 
beehive owenrs are being built there, 
they being replaced with the Otto 
ovens as they wear out. While in Ger- 
many the Otto system is outnumbering 
all others, Belgium, France and Eng- 
land have also adopted other systems, 
of which I only name Simon-Carves, 
Huessner and Semet-Solvay. 

The Semet-Solvay system has taken 
a firm foothold in the United States, 
there being in operation to-day 25 ovens 
at Syracuse, N. Y.; 25 at Sharon, Pa., 
and 50 at Dunbar, Pa.; In course of 
erection, 120 ovens at Birmingham, 
Ala.; 120 at Wheeling, W. Va., and 10 
ovens at Halifax, N. S. In reality, the 
Solvay Company has been the pioneer 
of this industry in the United States. 
The first ovens of this kind were, to 
the best of my recollection, built in 
1892, and after a year’s trial their num- 
ber has increased to the present figures. 

When Prof. George Lunge, in his 
excellent paper on this subject, pub- 
lished in Mineral Industry for 1896, 
stated that he was informed at the Chi- 
cago Exposition (1893) that no coke 
ovens existed at that time, the report

was practically correct, because there 
were none in the coal regions, and the 
trials at Syracuse, N. Y., were not gen- 
erally known. It is worth repeating 
what this most eminent authority on 
technical chemistry says: 


The only rational method of coke manu- 


facture is that which utilizes to their 
full extent the products of the destructive 
distillation of the coal, instead of wasting 
them by burning at the mouth of the dis- 
tilling apparatus, as is done in the anti- 
quated beehive oven. 


A few words will dispose of the alleged 


drawbacks of the modern coke ovens, 
which utilize the heat of their gases. 


The principal objection, tenaciously up- 


held until quite recently by most of the 
leading English and American ironmas- 
ters, has been that the coke made in new 
ovens is inferior to the beehive oven 
coke, both in respect to crushing strength 
and fuel value. 


Some of these gentlemen roundly main- 


tained that such coke was simply unfit 
for use in the blast furnace; others were 
at least positive that much more of it 
than of beehive coke was needed for mak- 
ing pig iron. 
time have been refuted by a visit to some

would have scorned to admit that they 
could learn anything about iron making

The readers of the Mineral Industry 


know well enough that the coke makers 
of the United States, until a year ago, 
have been behind even their British col- 
leagues in this matter.

in 1893, I saw, of course, the pretty model 
of the Connellsville coke ovens in the 
Mining Building, with the gas flames rep- 
resenting _the spectacle offered by the 
oven mouth on the large scale, and, in the 


presence of Mr. H. Clay Frick himself, I 


was asked if I did not admire that ex- 
hibit, but I was bold enough to say in 
that gentleman's presence that I could 
not bestow any admiration 
demonstration of an utterly 
and antiquated method of conducting a 
technical process.

Since then the ban has been broken, 
and I am satisfied that the step of 
progress from now on will be a rapid 
one; the material gain of the new proc- 
ess over the old one will brush away, 
in a comparatively short time, all pre- 
judice. 

Let us pause for a moment, and 
study the comparative costs between 
the old and new processes, on the en- 
closed table, which is taken from Min- 
eral Industry, 1895. 

The 45,000 beehive ovens have a ca- 
pacity of 78,750 tons per day, at a cost 
of $28,350 per day; while the same quan- 
tity In the improved Otto oven would 
cost $10,237 per day, or in the Semet- 
Solvay system $4,725. 

I can hardly think that, in the face 
of the fact that the Otto system has 
gained such universal adoption in Ger- 
many, where the strictest economy in 


all branches of industry is the rule, that 


it could be so much higher in cost than 
the Semet-Solvay system; but we have 
the authority of the general manager 
of the Cambria Iron Works, who has 
stated, as his conclusion respecting the 
comparative working of different re- 
tort ovens, that the Semet-Solvay oven 
is 30 per cent. quicker in operation than 
any of its competitors. 

Mr. R. M. Atwater, the secretary of 
the Semet-Solvay Company, of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., asserts that a single Semet- 
Solvay oven will produce 2,000 tons of 
coke from Pocohontas coal, or 1,600 
tons from Connellsville coal in one 
year. 

No oven in Europe or America has 
reported results within 30 per cent. of 
this record. 

To all appearances, at the present 
time, it seems that the Semet-Solvay 
oven has taken the lead in economy of 
operating, by reducing the time of 
coking. 

The 350 Semet-Solvay ovens now in 
operation are equal to the production 
of 1,400 tons of coke per day, only 1-52 
part of the capacity of the existing 
beehive ovens, but they, in conjunction 
with the Otto ovens in operation, are 





the nucleus of a new era in the chemi- 
cal industry ef our land. 

We need onjy to recall luw long a 
time it took to supersede sulphur in 
the manufacture of sulphuric acid, but 
how quickly, after the first step had

From the yields of coke from the different ovens shown in above table, it will appear that the beehive requires 1.54 tons of coal to make 


a ton of coke, while the ovens saving the by-products require 1.33 tons.

le gas is not included in the figures given, 


as this will vary greatly according to local conditions, but under any circumstances it should not be less than 20 cents per ton of coke. 
Adding this value to that of the other by-products, it is safe to say that the cost of coke in the by-product ovens does not exceed the cost 


of the coal from which it is made.—Mineral Industry, Vol. IV. 
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The Pittsburg coal has given an aver- 
age of from 18 to 22 pounds of ammonia 
per ton of coal reckoning it as sulphate. 

Taking an average of 20 pounds of 
sulphate of ammonia per ton of coal, 
we are still suffering the daily loss of 
over 2,000 tons sulphate of ammonia by 
the use of the existing beehive ovens. 

Should all the ammonia ever be 
gained it would not be too much, as the 
demand for it is constantly growing 
larger. 

A most important step for another 

source of ammonia has been made by 
Dr. Ludwig Mond, and brought first to 
notice in 1889, in his presidential ad- 
dress to the Society of Chemical Indus- 
try. 
Dr. Mond found that the amount of 
nitrogen contained in different fuels 
which he experimented on varied be- 
tween 1.2 and 1.6 per cent, 

When he introduced, together with 
the superheated air required to burn 
the fuel in the producer, 2% tons of 
steam to every ton of fuel consumed, 
he found that over 70 per cent. of the 
total nitrogen in the fuel could be re- 
covered in the form of sulphate of am- 
monia per ton of fuel from the pro- 
ducer gases. This amounted in practice 
to nearly 100 pounds of sulphate of am- 
monia per ton of fuel. 

It would take up too much time to go 
into details of the construction and 
handling of this gas producer. 

Dr. Mond has overcome all adverse 
criticism of his method by erecting an 
experimental steel plant in 1895, at the 
Winnington Works, England, of 
Messrs. Brunner, Mond & Co. I refer 
all who are especially interested in this 
subject to the Journal of the Iron and 
Steel Institute, No. 1, for 1896, in which 
Mr. John H. Darby published in detail 
all information desirable. 

The Solvey Process Company of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., has erected a plant of eight 
Mond producers at its works, replacing 
the use of coal in the steam plant and 
elsewhere. 

The Semet-Solvay Company controls 
the Mond process in the United States, 
and all who are interested in the ap- 
plication of this process will be best 
served by corresponding with the secre- 
tary of this company, Mr. R. M. At- 
waiter. 

Fuel gas affords the practical solu- 
tion of the question of the smoke nuis- 
ance; no factory should be allowed to 
create such by the use of soft coal. Fuel 
gas should be delivered to every house- 
hold of our metropolitan cities, at a 
price competing favorably with coal . 

The production of fuel gas with the 
gain of ammonia has been demon- 
strated to be a practical process, which 
allows the prospect of a return of 25 
per cent. on the capital invested. 

In the production of ammonia from 
other sources, I mention the proposition 
of Sternberg to utilize the sugar house 
waste for such purpose by ignition of a 
mixture of molasses with alkali-alumi- 
nate. This process has been patented 
in the United States under the name of 
F,. O. Matthieson. There are numerous 
other proposals made, but none have 
yet brought practical] results. 

The problem of utilizing the nitrogen 
of the air as a source for ammonia is 
still unsolved, 

Lord Rayleigh had lately made a 
study of the oxidation of free nitrogen 
under the influence of the electrical 
spark. Siemens & Halske claim that 
when air, or oxygen and nitrogen, are 
mixed with ammonia, and subjected to 
the influence of an electrical discharge, 
a profitable yield of ammonium-nitrate 
may be obtained. 


| of ealcium-carbide and magnesium | 
| powder, and find that practically all the ; 
magnesium is converted to nitride; also, 
under similar conditions, aluminum, 
zinc and iron will take up nitrogen. 

Mehner, and likewise Willson, ex- 
posed such elements as boron, silicon, 
magnesium, and titanium, which are 
capable of combining with nitrogen at 
high temperature, to the heat of the 
electric furnace, in presence of carbon 
and nitrogen, 

Frank obtained aluminum-nitride by 
heating the finely divided metal with 
powdered calcium-carbide, and declares 
that when the metal is heated with dry 
slaked lime, the nitride may be obtained 
in large quantities. 

Practically, all the nitrides yield am- 
monia when mixed with water in the 
cold; the aluminum compound decom- 
poses very slowly. On this ground 
Frank claims manurial] value for it, 

The production of nitrides in the elec- 
tric furnace, by the methods of Meh- 
ner and of Willson, may become profit- 
able sources of ammonia. 

It will obviously depend on the cost to 
determine which process will be able to 
compete with the sources of ammonia 
which are based on the organic nitro- 
gen compounds provided abundantly by 
nature. 

In close connection with the produc- 
tion of ammonia comes the production 
of cyanides. This highly interesting 
and likewise important field lies outside 
of my subject to-night. I refer you to 
the review of Professor William Mc- 
Murtrie, in the Journal of the American 
Chemical Society, from which I also 
quoted the researches to utilize the ni- 
trogen of the air by means of the elec- 
trical furnace. 

About a year ago we had the pleasure 
of hearing Professor H. W. Wiley of 
Washington, D. C., tell us of his experi- 
ments with bacteria culture to produce 
nitrogen in the soil. 

The firm of Meister, Lucius & Brun- 
ing of Hoechst-a-Main, produces cul- 
tures of bacteria commercially; the cul- 
tures are enclosed in bottles, each con- 
taining a sufficient quantity to inocu- 
late half an acre of ground. 

These nitrogen-fixing bacteria, when 
iniroduced to soils free from them and 
unsuited to the cultivation of legumi- 
nous plants, produce in the roots of 
such plants nodules, or tubercles, in 
which fixation of free nitrogen and its 
conversion into assimilable forms are 
effected. It is claimed that sterile soil 
becomes fruitful, and will produce good 
leguminous crops when inoculated with 
the bacteria. This new form of agri- 
culture is not over the stage of first ex- 
periment; the success of the new enter. 
prise to furnish fertilizer in homoeo- 
pathic doses remains to be established. 

A comparatively new source for am- 
monia, at present exclusively for the 
benefit of the farmer, has been created 
by the utilization of garbage, producing 
a fertilizer. 

At the meeting of the Section, June 
20, 1893, I read a paper on the utiliza- 
tion of garbage, At that time the ques- 
tion of disposal of this waste material 
was hotly debated in our city, The 
fight was waged over the respective 
merits of Cremation vs. Utilization, 

Convinced of the great wrong of de- 
stroying this valuable material, I came 
before your body, and, through the 
Journal of the institute, before the pub- 
lic at large, called attention to the 
folly of destroying a material which, if 
properly handled, is a valuable source 
for the production of a fertilizer and 
also for grease. 

The companies which disposed of 






















Since September 1, 1896, I have been 
connected with these companies as 
manager, and as such may’ be permit- 
ted to dwell somewhat more in detail 
on this new industry, which promises 
to be an important factor, not only in 
the fertilizer trade, but also in the 
grease market of the United States. 

The processes of utilization may, in 
the main, be classified as three distinct 
methods: 

(1) The extraction of the greases by 
hydrocarbons or the naphtha process. 

(2) The acid process. Dissolving the 
crude garbage in sulphuric acid, and 
after the liberation of the greases, 
transforming the whole mass at once 
into a super-phosphate. 

(3) The steam rendering process, 
commonly known as the Arnold pro- 
cess, 

The ideal process, from a theoretical 
point of view, is certainly the extrac- 





tion process by naphtha. On account 
of the prevailing high prices of naph- 
tha, and the unavoidable losses of the 
same, this process has proved to be un- 
profitable. The first plan of this kind, 
in Providence, R. I., operating under 
the Simonin process, is out of exist- 
ence, The same process in New Or- 
leans, La., has proved to be a financial 
failure. What system shall take its 
place has not been decided upon, but a 
plant operating in Cincinnati, O., is 
the only one working under these pat- 
ents, 

The cities of Buffalo, Detroit, Mil- 
waukee and St. Louis are working un- 
der the Merz naphtha system, but 
their methods, however, have been so 
modified that in reality they constitute 
a steam rendering system, 

The Arnold system is successfully 
carried on by the American Product 
Company, of Philadelphia, and the 
New York Sanitary Utilization Com- 
pany. Pittsburg is operating under 
the method of the American Reduction 
Company—the acid process, Bridge- 
port, Conn., has a small plant work- 


ing under the Holtzhous patents, a 


system apparently well arranged, but 
too expensive for practical purposes. 

The Philadelphia plant of the Ameri- 
can Product Company is situated at the 
foot of Morris street and the Schuylkill 
River, Col. Waring, of New York, in 
his report on the utilization of waste 
materials, speaks of the plant as fol- 
lows: 

“Mechanical appliances of the most 
modern design render manual labor al- 
most unnecessary, and the process is 
rapid, simple and inexpensive.” 

The most expensive plant of all is 
that ot the works of the New York 
Company, situated at Barren Island, in 
New York Bay. The daily accumula- 
tion of garbage of the two cities is 
varying from 1,000 to 1,500 tons per 
day, depending upon the season of the 
year. In the city of New York the 
gathering is done by the street clean- 
ing department; in Brooklyn, by con- 
tract, In both places the material is 
loaded on scows, which are towed down 
to ++- island, The material is taken by 
a movable conveyer to ‘the top of the 
digester room, where it is distributed 
to the digesters by means of swivel 
spouts. A digester can be filled with a 
9-ton charge in five minutes, The orig- 
inal plant was built to care for the city 
of New York alone; but since the 
Brooklyn contracts have been added 
the company has duplicated its plant, 
and will be prepared to handle the 
increase of material during the sum- 
mer season with ease. 

The great difficulty of handling such 









vast amounts of material is to apply 
the most economical methods; the 
Starting of such an enormous work was 
certainly not without serious trouble. 
Well planned as the construction of the 
works has been, it was unavoidable 
that practical defects should have 
shown themselves; but step by step 
the management has made improve- 
ments, powerful condensers have been 
added to care for the escaping gases 
from the digesters and from the dry- 
ers, The liquors from the digesters, 
which were heretofore allowed to go to 
waste, are taken care of by a 150,000- 
gallon triple effect evaporator, built by 
the Sugar Apparatus Company, of 
Philadelphia, under the Lillie patents. 
I have finished, a few weeks ago, the 
test of this apparatus, and after ad- 
justing the same to the peculiar quali- 
ties of our liquors, I dare say that we 
have in the Lillie apparatus the very 
best device to care for our liquors by 
the utilization of waste steam. 

Utilizing the garbage of the two 
cities, we will add 2,400,000 pounds of 
ammonia in form of fertilizer, available 
to the soil, annually to the gain of am- 
monia, 

Adding to the output of our plants 
the output of other plants, it will be 
readily acknowledged that by the utili- 
zation of city garbage an enormous 
quantity of ammonia has been put in 
circulation, and a benefit to agriculture 
has been created which has already 
made itself felt, The fear has been re- 
peatedly expressed that if all the large 
communities will care for this waste 
material the over-production will make 
the enterprise unprofitable. There is 
hardly any reason to accept this theory 
as well founded, In the first place, ag- 
riculture demands from year to year 
more artificial nutrition to the soil; sec- 
ond, the searcity of stable manure 
which has been created by the intro- 
duction of electrical tramways, doing

all over the country, makes necessary 
the replacing of this commodity by 
some other suitable material, and no 
manure is better adapted by its physi- 
cal qualities than the garbage fertilizer 
to answer this purpose.—Journal 
Franklin Institute.

Chicago Oil Market. 
Chicago, Oct. 6, 1898. 

LINSEED OIL.—There does not ap- 
pear to be absolutet harmony among 
sellers, although there seems to be a 
disposition in some quarters to advance 
the price to 31 cents, and this may be 
called the nominal quotation. As a 
matter of fact, however, crushers are 
selling freely at 30c., and the writer 
positively knows of a small sale of five 
barrels made within the week at 28%c. 
But the sale in question was excep- 
tional, and is worth mentioning only in 
so far as it goes to show the possible 
margin of prices. Consumption is 
steady, and the general situation is 
healthy, yet the aggregate sales show 
little—if any—advance over the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Fewer 
contracts have been made this year 
than last, those formed, as a rule, 
usually calling for not over 100 barrels. 
At the same time a multiplicity of small 
orders swells the total very consider- 
ably. The National continues to “saw 


| wood,” and at present constitutes no 


factor in this market, 
FLAXSEED.—Receipts, as reported 
by the inspector, have been more lib- 
eral, 558 cars being inspected in during 
the past six days, as compared with 418 
last week and 428 two weeks ago. Of 
these 451 graded as No. 1 Northwestern 
and 33 as regular No. 1, the percentage 
df lower grades having been about 
thirteen. The figures furnished the sec- 
retary of the Board of Trade show a 
slight increase over these, footing up 
336,300 bushels for the period under re- 
view, as against 267,859 the preceding 
week. Total arrivals at Chicago for 
September were 1,212,780 bushels, and 
since the commencement of the current 
crop year have aggregated 1.880,360. 
The outward movement has been con- 
siderably larger than during last week, 
the daily bulletins of the inspector foot- 
ing up 201,057 bushels, as contrasted 
with 174,271 and 197,847 bushels for the 
two preceding weeks, respectively. Of 
this week’s total, 51,644 bushels were 
non-inspective, while of the 149,413 
bushels inspected out nearly four-fifths 
were of regular No, 1. Total inspec- 
tions out for September were _ 729,806 
bushels, of which 471,242 were shipped 
by lake. A large proportion of this 
week’s shipments were also by lake, 
and a very considerable quantity was 
destined for export; besides which ves- 
sel room has been engaged for liberal 
Shipments in the near future. This 
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week's inspected arrivals have exceeded 
the reported shipments by 122,583 bush- 
els. 

Tuesday’s bulletin of the registrar 
showed the week to have opened with 
an increase of 26,715 bushels in local 
stocks, which are less than 40 per cent. 
of what they were a year ago. The 
following table shows, in comparative 
form, the quantity of seed in sight at 
the three chief centers of distribution 
in the Northwest at the beginning of 
the wéek, one week ago, and on the 
corresponding date of last year:

On the same date in 1896, Northwest- 
ern stocks footed up 1,223,198 bushels, 
of which 642,354 bushels were at Chi- 
cago, 568,040 at Duluth and 12,804 at 
Minneapolis.

At times “shorts” appeared to be cover- 
ing, and sellers held off, but at no time 
was a temporary advance well main- 
tained. Both crushers and exporters 
bought freely, the latter largely for de- 
ferred shipment. Regular No. 1 sold 
sparingly at %4@2c. under No, 1 North- 
western, and about a dozen cars of low- 
er grades brought 79@89c., by sample, 
the outside being paid for rejected from 
the Northwest. Seed to arrive was 
about on a parity with flax on track, 
and a fair proportion of the total busi- 
ness Was transacted in this branch. The 
bulk of the trading on the floor, how- 
ever, was in futures, and cash buyers 
regulated their bids by the fluctuations 
in speculative deliveries. October 
ranged between 87%c. and 90c., clos- 
ing at 88c.; December between 87%. 
and 90%c., the closing being at 89téc., 
nominal. May opened at 92%c., sold 
down to 89%c., recovered to 92c., and 
closed at the outside. With a continua- 
tion of present liberal receipts, it is not 
easy to see any legitimate ground for 
anticipating any extraordinary firm- 
ness in the immediate future. 

FLAXSEED AT DULUTH.—Re- 
ceipts for the week have been almost 
phenomenal—929 cars, as contrasted 
with 548 the week before and 315 for 
the same six days of last year. The 
week’s shipments foot up some 230,000 
bushels; for the same week of '97 they 
were 195,745. Prices have tended down- 
ward for both cash and futures. For 
the former the range has been 88@ 
89%c., the market closing at or near 
the inside. The interest has mainly 
focused in futures. December ranged 
between 87%c. and 89%c., the general 
tendency being toward lower prices. 
Other futures followed suit, December 
feclining from 90c, to 87%¢c. and react- 
ing to 88%c. May attracted little atten- 
tion, but sold steadily at 88c. At Min- 
neapolis there were 250 cars received, 
and stocks increased nearly 4,000 bush- 
els. (At Duluth the increase was over 
$3,000 bushels.) Sales at Minneapolis 
were mainly confined to cash _ seed, 
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which ranged at 854% @86téc., the market 
closing at the outside. 

OIL CAKE.—The volume of trade has 
not been quite up to the average of the 
past few weeks. Early in the period 
under review there were moderate sales 
at $20.50, but later the demand declined, 
and bids on export account were slight- 
ly lower. The feeling on the part of 
crushers, however, continues firm, ow- 
ing to the fact that they are pretty 
well sold up to the end of the current 
month. There appears to be a readi- 
ness to sell November and December 
shipment at current rates, and it is 
said that some offers have been made 
at or near these figures, but as yet for- 
eign buyers have not entered the mar- 
ket for these shipments. Meal is in 
about normal request for the season, 
but salable chiefly in small quantities, 
which are nominally quoted at $1 per 
ton over cake unground. 

OLEO OIL.—The local demand is 
fairly good, and while there is no quot- 
able change in prices, the feeling 
among melters is a trifle firmer. Ad- 
vices from Holland show a continued 
activity abroad. Sales for the week at 
Rotterdam are estimated at 3,800 
tierces, or about 400 tierces more than 
for the week before. All fresh arrivals 
were absorbed and stocks in first hands 
were reduced from 2,400 to 1,800 tierces. 
Only extra grades attracted any atten- 
tion. For these the Dutch market 
opened at 39 gulden, but later advanced 
to 40 gulden and closed at the outside. 
Neutral lard did not sympathize with 
oleo in activity, being reported quiet to 
the point of dullness. Rotterdam ca- 
bles indicate a rather depressed feeling 
in cotton oil, induced by liberal con- 
signments. Spot oil is being offered at 
17% gulden, with near-by futures at 
18%. This week’s exports of oleo are 
estimated at 3,700 tierces, as against 
3,545 tierces the week before. 

LARD OIL.—The demand for extra 
is fairly good, and the market may be 
called about steady, yet the daily fluc- 
tuations is the crude material—al- 
though mainly attributable to specula- 
tive influences—are not without influ- 
ence upon the course and volume of 
inquiry. The aggregate of sales, how- 
ever, is large, there being a fair ship- 
ping demand, with some occasional in- 
quiry for deferred deliveries. Stocks 
are moderate, but lower grades are 
slow and weak. Extra may be quoted 
at 40c., extra No. 1 at 30c., with No. 1 
and No. 2 comparatively flat at 25c. and 
23c. respectively. 

LARD.—The underlying tone of the 
market has been rather easy, although 
trading, particularly in speculative de- 
liveries, has been rather active. In a 
general way a fair demand has been 
opposed to moderately free offerings. 
An early decline of 5@7%c. was fol- 
lowed by a rally of 124%,@lic., the ad- 
vance being subsequently lost through 
free offerings. Declines and recoveries 
succeeded each other’ intermittently, 
the market for six days under review 
closing fairly steady at 5@7%c., un- 
der the opening. Cash contract lard 
sold with considerable freedom, hold- 
ers asking 5@7'4c. over October prices. 
The visible supply of contract lard is 
estimated at 135,000 to 150,000 tierces—a 
fairly large reduction (some _ 50,000 
tierces of all kinds) for the month. The 
shipping demand has been good, ex- 
porters buying with more or less free- 
dom, despite unfavorable foreign ad- 
vices. There was also a good inquiry 
for tank lard (loose lots), whien were 
more readily obtainable than a week 
ago, sales being usually on the basis

Irom the results obtained from the 
examination of a large number of spec- 
imens of genuine Tunisian beeswax 
Bertainchand and Marcille (Bullet, de 
la Direction de l’Agricult. et duo CGom- 
merce de la Regence) find that this 
product gives analytical figures which 
show considerable divergence from the 
accepted standards for English and 
French beeswax, both in the free acid 
number and ester number and the io- 
dine absorption. In thirty-three sam- 
ples examined the lowest and highest 
figures obtained in each of these critical 
tests were: Free acid number, 17.4 to 
20.6; ester number, 69.7 to 70.5; iodine 
absorption index, 6.7 to 17.12. The low- 
est melting point was 61° C.,, the high- 
est 64° C.; in specific gravity the spec- 
imens ranged from 0.9685 to 0.972. From 
these data the waxes, although perfect- 
ly pure, would be regarded as adulter- 
ated if judged by the accepted stand- 
ards.—Moniteur Scient.

A Triumph for Domestic Gelatines. 


Being an enterprising American with 
i big plant for handling beef  by- 
nroducts, Mr. Deming Jarves thought 
that he would make it unnecessary for 
his fellow citizens to have to send to 
France for their fine edible gelatines. 
In the large factories at Rougeville. 
near Detroit, the Michigan Carbon 
Works, of which Mr. Jarves is presi- 
dent, were successfully making al! 
kinds of gelatines except the very high- 
est grades, the latter all coming from 
abroad. Try as they would, these 
works could not turn out a product 
quite equal to the imported. This did 
not suit President Jarves, so he went te 
France to learn the trick. He did not 
try to bribe the foreman of a factory. 
nor to induce any of the workmen to 
come and work for him. That was not 
his way. Mr. Jarves went to the head 
of the firm turning out the best prod- 
uct, told him what he wanted, and 
asked what the information would cost 
The Frenchman named a price, thé 
American paid it, and together’ they 
went through the works. Mr. Jarves 
“caught on,’ came back home and be- 
gan to apply his information, and with 
Yankee ingenuity quickly improved 
upon what he had seen. Ina few years 
he went abroad again, and told his 
French friend that the latter could not 
then go through the Michigan works 
for five times the amount which he had 
paid to go through the French works, 
The Michigan Carbon Works now turn 
out anything from glue to the highest 
grade of photographer's gelatine. They 
cover a lot of 36 acres, 12% of which 
are under roof and in which there are 
3% miles of railroad tracks. The edible 
gelatines are made in a different room, 
by a different process, and of a different 
kind of material from the other grades. 
The amount of gelatine consumed by 
the confectionery trade, families, hotels, 
hatters, capsule makers, photographers 
ete., in this country is simply marvel- 
ous to one who has not thought of the 
subject.

The Precipitants of Lakes. 
(Continued from Oct. 3, page 33.) 


The reason, therefore, may be ex- 
plained as follows: The antimony con- 
tained in the tartar emetic combines 
with the tannic acid into an insoluble 
tannate, and this latter again combines 
with the solution of the dyestuffs. In 
this manner the precipitation becomes 
more complete and less soluble, i. e., 
the lake becomes more permanent. 
Furthermore, it must be remembered 
that very many of the colors belonging 
to the category of the basic dyes have 
been placed upon the market as hydro- 
chlorates of the dyestuff base. In the 
employment of such dyestuff for laces 
the hydrochloric acid may by some 
process during the manufacture be set 
free, thus excluding a complete precipi- 
tation. If, however, a portion of the 
tannic acid is used as tartar emetic the 
hydrochloric acid set free will of course 
re-act on it and free tartaric acid is 
formed, which, however, cannot have 
any action on the precipitation, or, in 
other words, on the lake. It will be 
readily seen from this explanation that 
the lakes must come out better in this 
way. 

Another disadvantage with lakes pro- 
duced by precipitation with tannic acid 
consists in that they will not dry en- 
tirely or only slowly if used as oil 
colors. The reason of this lies in the 
fact that tannic acid has a retarding 
influence on the drying of oil, especially 
linseed oil, and if present in a sufficient 
quantity may prevent it altogether. 
This explains why lakes prepared with 
tannic acid if used as oil colors will 
frequently be very slow in drying, 
which makes their use difficult. For all 
other uses, however, lakes produced 
with the aid of tannic acid fully m:et 
all requirements, especially if, as indi- 
cated above, care has been taken to ob- 
tain as complete a precipitation as pos- 
sible, with exclusion of precipitated 
free dyestuff. 












In order to prevent the formation of 
fre hydrochloric acid, i. e., to render 
the precipitation more complete, sodi- 
um acetate is used beside tartar 
emetic, 
course, provided that it neutralizes 
the hydrochloric acid possessing dis- 
solving qualities with regard to the 
precipitation. Free acetic acid is 
formed in consequence of the addi- 
tion of sodium acetate, which former 
has no injurious action on the precipi- 
tation—in other words, cannot detract 
from the permanence of the lake. 


Beside tannic acid, which, naturally, 
is the chief precipitant of this group, 


owing to its comparatively low price | dye stuffs suitable for 


and easy obtainability, other organic, 
weak acids may be employed. 
use, however, is comparatively rare, 
for which reason we only cite here an- 
other example, viz., picric acid. 


Picric acid does not precipitate all of 
the dyestuffs falling in this group. As 
regards dyestuffs, which can be used 
for lakes and whose solutions are pre- 
cipitated by picric acid, we would men- 
tion brilliant green, methyl green, 
methyl blue and the saffranines. Fur- 
thermore, it should be remembered 
that picric acid is itself a yellow dye- 
stuff and, therefore, as will be readily 


understood, considerably changes the altogether arrested thereby. 


shade of the lake produced with it. Blue 
lakes become greenish, green ones with 
tinge of blue show a yellow cast and 
red colors look more yellow. Besides 
this quite natural characteristic may be 
stated that lakes manufactured by pre- 
cipitation with picric acid cannot very 
well be employed as oil colors since a 
proper and complete drying of the lin- 
seed oil in the presence of picric acid 
is well nigh impossible and this draw- 
back is still greater or more unpleasant |! 
with picric acid lakes than when tan- 
nic acid has been employed by precipi- 
tation. For water colors, however, the 
picric acid lakes fulfil] all requirement, 
but it Is necesary in case of their em- 
ployment as paste colors to see to it 
that the color is pressed well. If this 
is not done the paste color will contain 
a little solution of picric acid, unfortu- 
nately just enough to have an injurious 
action by running, if used on paper. 

As regards acid dyes we would men- 
tion, In the first place, that although 
many dyestuffs belonging to this class 
exhibit an acid character, their collec- 
tive denomination is not owing to this 
quality, but to the fact that in wool 
dying these colors are used in baths 
containing a small quantity of free acid. 
The largest number of this class are 
azo colors, bodies containing the azo 
group, i.e., two atoms of nitrogen in the 
formula N—N, in combination with 
some organic atom group of basic or 
phenol character. Furthermore, nitro 
bodies must be ranked in this class, }.e., 
dyestuffs containing the nitro group, 
N. O,. Finally such acid dyestuffs can 
be obtained from many basic dyestuffs 
by the process of sulphonating, whereby 
they are rendered capable of dyeing 
wool from an acid bath, which was for- 
merly impossible. 

The acid dyes are precipitated from 
thelr aqueous solutions by metallic salts 
and acids, and as the best known pre- 
cipitants we would mention here: Ba- 
rium, chloride, aluminum _ sulphate, 
lead acetate, alum, zine sulphate, mag- 
nesium sulphate, etc, It is obvious that 
not all dyestuffs pertaining to this class 
are precipitated equally well and with 
equal facility by all the precipitants 
enumerated; there are some which can 
only be thrown down by some precipi- 
tants, frequently only completely by 
one; other, again, are easily precipi- 
tated by all the substances, while some 
even require a weakly alkaline solution 
for a successful precipitation. We, 
therefore, give below a small summary 
of how the acid dyes can be precipl- 
tated, three of the precipitants being 
above all considered, viz., barium chlo- 
ride, aluminum sulphate and plumbic 
acetate. 

Barium chloride precipitates most of 
the dye stuffs pertaining to this class, 
especially the different ponceaus, the 
searlets and oranges, Victoria blue al- 
kali blue, dinamine blue, naphthalene 
yellow, chinoline yellow, resorcine yel- 
low, fast red, citronine, benzoazurine, 
chrysophenine, phosphine, ete. It con- 
stitutes the best known precipitant. 


Aluminum sulphate precipitates al- 
kall blue, Victoria blue, scarlet, fast 
red, azo yellow, benzoazurine, chrysa- 
mine, diamine blue, ete. Aluminum 
sulphate does not by far precipitate as 
many acid dyes as barium chloride, 
probably on account of the strongly 
marked acid character; in consequence 
thereof the lake precipitation remains 
more or less in solution. By the addi- 
tion of alkali, therefore, solutions of 
acid dyestuffs can frequently be pre- 
cipitated. It must be made very cau- 




































_tiously, however, and must in most 
cases only proceed to neutralization, 
otherwise the shade of the lake is af- 
fected. As a substitute for aluminum

Plumbiec acetate precipitates a large 
number of acid dyes, and forms, as re- 
gards this quality, the mean between 
barium chloride and aluminum sul- 
phate. The results obtained with it, 
however, are not equally good with all 
acid dye stuffs. Plumbic acetate was 
quite a factor for precipitating coral- 
ine in the production of the well-known 
Turkey reds before other cheaper red 
the manufac-

Their | more, plumbic acetate precipitates the 


oranges, the ponceaus, the _ scarlets, 
chinoline yellow, citronine, alkali blue, 
diamine blue, Bordeau §, fast red, 
chrysophenine, the benzoazurines, etc. 


In employing the three precipitants 
named, attention should be paid to the 
fact that they must be of good quality 
and free from insoluble admixtures or 
free acid. Especially with aluminum 
sulphate the latter precaution should 
not be omitted, otherwise the shade of 
the lake is liable to be very much af- 
fected, if the formation of a lake is not 
In case 
the aluminum sulphate should, for in- 
stance, exhibit free sulphuric acid, a 
little solution of sodium acetate or any 
other suitable reagent should be added, 
and in this manner better results are 
sure to be obtained. 


Of the three precipitants named, bari- 
um chloride is the most important and 
furnishes the best results, although 
handsome lake can be produced with 
plumbic acetate, as well as with alu- 
minum sulphate. It also precipitates 
most of the dye stuffs pertaining to this 
class. The lakes produced with it have 
another advantage not to be underesti- 
mated, viz., that they are not easily 
changed when mixed with sulphureous 
pigments or when in air containing sul- 
phuretted hydrogen. Lakes produced 
with plumbic acetate often become 
brown and discolored under the above 
mentioned conditions. 

The lakes prepared by means of acid 
dyestuffs and precipitated by barium 
chloride, as well as alumina or lead 
acetate, are generally of very good and 
useful quality and eligible for use as 
water colors, as well as ground in oil. 


The third class, viz., the adjective 

dyes, possess the peculiar quality char- 
acteristic of them, of not being, as a 
rule, dyed of themselves nor being ca- 
pable of dyeing the textile fiber. For 
the latter purpose they require the in- 
tervention of another body, called the 
mordant in dyeing, in order to develop 
the dye and fixing it on the fiber. Fur- 
thermore, it is characteristic for the 
| dyestuffs pertaining to this class that 
by the nature of the mordant also the 
shade of the color developed and fixed 
on the fiber is considerably affected; 
thus, for instance, by alizarine, with 
alumina, red shades are obtained; with 
iron, dark violet ones, and with tin, 
high red tones. In quite a similar man- 
ner as for the dyeing of the textile 
fiber, a mordant is, of course, required 
for the production of the lakes in order 
to develop the dyestuff and to fix it on 
the substrate, i. e., to dye the latter. 


As a mordant for lakes are, among 
others, frequently used: aluminum and 
acetate, chrome acetate, in short all 
acetates. In this connection it should 
be avoided to have the manufacturer 
proceed in such a manner that hydro- 
oxides are formed first, which are then 
united with the dyestuff and the mor- 
dant. In this case the alkali would 
have a very unfavorable action on the 
| Shade of the lake. In order to point out 
briefly which are the most important 
dyestuffs of this class used for the pro- 
duction of lakes, we would mention 
that the group of the different aliza- 
rines is principally concerned. 


The lakes produced by the use of ad- 
jective dyes have the great advantage 
of permanency over those obtained wi h 
acid dyestuffs or basic dyestuffs. They 
can stand light, air and dampness with- 
out fading or discoloring to a large ex- 
tent. Their use, therefore, is not a 
limited one and can be recommended 
specially for decorative or artistic pur- 
poses, where permanency is desired. A 
comparison of its permanency with 
certain mineral colors, such as ocher 
or vermilion, however, is unfavorable 
to it. Another disadvantage, if it may 
be termed thus, consists in the great 
difficulty of producing from adjective 
dyes, lakes of great intensity, fiery 
shades, such as are readily met with, 
and comparatively easily obtained in 
the mineral colors, require especial cau- 

| tion and, consequently, are quite expen. 
sive.—Farber Zeitung.

Free Alcohol Bricf. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 7. 

The brief on appeal of the claimants 
in the free alcohol test case has been 
filed in the U. S. Supreme Court, which 
convenes next Monday for the annual 
October term, and the case will be ar- 
gued a fortnight later. The brief rep- 
resents the combined skill of Mr. Jo- 
seph H. Choate, Gen. Benjamin F. 
Tracy and the Messws. King, who in- 
stituted the proceedings in the Court 
of Claims. Many new and important 
contentions are now set up by the 
claimants, and are supported by argu- 
ments not heretofore submitted to the 
attention of the courts. Some interest- 
ing analogies are also drawn between 
the provisions of Section 61 and the 
terms of the new war revenue act 
which emphasizes the arbitrary char- 
acter of the official action which de- 
prived thousands of manufacturers of 
their rights specifically granted by 
statute. 

The chief issue in the Supreme Court 
has been reduced by the Court of 
Claims to the question whether claims 
for rebate could accrue in default of 
the regulations required to be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Here a novel argument has been 
presented. While refusing to admit the 
necessity of regulations, the claimants 
now contend that they were actually 
prescribed and complied with, On this 
point the brief quotes the following 
circular letter sent out by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue: 

“Washington, D. C., Nov. 24, 1894. 

“In view of the fact that this de- 
partment has been unable to formulate 
effective regulations for carrying out 
the provisions of Section 61 of the act 
of Aug. 28, 1894, relating to the rebate 
of tax on alcohol used in the arts, or 
in any medicinal or other like com- 
pounds, collectors of internal revenue 
will, on receiving notice from manu- 
facturers of the intended use of alco- 
hol for the purposes named, advise 
such manufacturers that, in the ab- 


sence of regulations on the subject, no 
official inspection of the alcoho] so used 
or the articles manufactured therefrom 
can be made, and that no application 


for such rebate can he allowed or en- 
tertained. 

“This,”’ continues the brief, ‘declares 
not that no regulations could be formu- 
lated, but that ‘no effective regula- 
tions’ could be formulated. For this 
reason ‘no official inspection can be 
made’ and ‘no application for rebate 
can be entertained.’ If it had been 
really the Secretary's intention to dis- 
regard the law and to refuse to make 
regulations required ‘to be prescribed,’ 
yet by this official) circular he actual- 
ly did meet the requirement of the law 
and did prescribe regulations. These 
were to this effect: 

“IT. Manufacturers intending to use 
alcohol for the purposes named in Sec 
tion 61 of the act of Aug. 28, 1894, are 
to use the same without official in- 
spection of the alcohol so used or the 
articles manufactured therefrom, but 
must depend for the evidence of uss 
upon the proofs preserved by them 
selves. 

“IT. No applicacion for rebate will be 
allowed or entertained by the Treasury 
Department but payment must bb 
claimed and secured by judgment of 
some court of competent jurisdiction. 

“Not all this is expressed, but the 
failure to provide official inspection 
and the refusal to entertain claims nec 
essarily implies what is here expressed. 
To express it in another form, the cir

“There are two systems provided for 
obtaining payment of claims against 
the United States, one by application 
to the Treasury Department (Rey, Stat. 
Sec. 236; act July 27, 1894), the other by 
securing a judgment of court of com- 
petent jurisdiction under the act of 
March 3, 1897, or other statute. The lat- 
ter system is, in general, contemplated 
only in case the application to the ex- 
ecutive tribunal fails. Section 61 of the 
act of Aug. 28, 1894, contemplated pri- 
marily the use of the former system and 
settlement of the claims at the Treas- 
ury. The Secretary, for reasons which 
were not legally sound, but which were 
in his opinion sufficient, referred all ap- 
plicants for rellef to the latter system. 
In actually refusing inspection or pay- 
ment he effectively made regulations 
whereby claimants were referred to ju- 
dicial modes of proof and to judicial re- 
lief. 

“This claimant has complied with the 
regulations so made, and now presents 
himself to this court with a finding of 
the Court of Claims of every fact made 
essential to recovery by the law in the 
very manner opened to him by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in making regu- 
lations denying official inspection and 
executive adjudication. 

“Had the Secretary made regulations 
requiring official inspection no rights 
would have accrued to claimants unless 
the manufacture had _ been inspected, 
but this circular, operative as a regula- 
tion under the law, relieved them of the 
need of inspection and permitted their 
eases to be proved by evidence pre- 
served by them and submitted under 
judicial safeguards.” 

A new point of interest has been de- 
veloped with regard to the controlling 
force of the action of the Secretary as 
affecting the rights of users of alcohol. 

“It illustrates these principles,” says 
the brief, ‘‘to suppose that the Secretary 
of the Treasury had made regulations, 
as contemplated by the act, and that 
the claimant herein, in compliance with 
those regulations, had asserted a claim 
for a rebate, or repayment, of the tax, 
and that the same had been paid him. 
This would undoubtedly be a lawful ex- 
ercise of power on the part of the Sec- 
retary, and the money could under 
those circumstances unquestionably be 
lawfully received and retained by the 
claimant. To assert, however, that the 
mere failure of the Secretary to make 
regulations has prevented the assertion 
of a claim, which would otherwise be 
valid and proper, would be to say that 
the regulations of the Secretary could 
absolutely create or originate a right to 
take money from the Treasury. The 
arbitrary will of the Secretary, if such 
a position were sound, could create a 
liability on the part of the Government 
to pay many thousands of dollars from 
the Treasury for the payment of which 
there would, in the absence of any reg- 
ulations, be no liability whatever on the 
part of the Government. When we con- 
sider the nature and theory of our in- 
stitutions of government, the principles 
upon which they are supposed to rest, 
and review the history of their devel- 
opment we are constrained to conclude 
that they do not mean to leave room 
for the play and action of purely per- 
sonal and arbitrary power.” Yick Wo 
v. Hopkins, 118 U. 8, 356, 369, 370. 

“Section 61 is not anomalous in re- 
quiring administrative regulations for 
its due enforcement. If the Secretary 
of the Treasury used his own judgment 
as to the enforcement of every law 
under which regulations are required to 
be made by him, as he did in this case, 
and no judicial redress were permitted, 
the will of Congress expressed in legis- 
lation would be abundantly thwarted. 
This would be most liberally exhibited 
by a comprehensive scrutiny of the en- 
tire body of existing statutes govern- 
ing his duties, but it is sufficient to con- 
fine the examination simply to this 
statute. In thirty-nine other places it 
authorizes regulations by the Secretary 
ot the Treasury for various purposes 
connected with the customs and inter- 
nal revenue laws.” 

The claimants’ right to recover re- 
bates is illustrated by reference to the 
war revenue act as follows: 

“It is an interesting fact that two 
Classes of users of alcohol, perfumers 


act of 1894, Congress said, ‘Do not tax,’ 
but they continued to pay because the 
Secretary of the Treasury declined to 
execute the legislative will. By the act 
of 1898, Congress said ‘Tax,’ and the 
Secretary of the Treasury executing 
the legislative will, they are taxed. But 
what if the Secretary had again in 
1898 disagreed with Congress and re- 
fused to execute the law? Would they 
have gone untaxed? Would not the 
United States, when more zealous offi- 
cers Claimed the tax, have had a judi- 
cial forum for redress? None the less 
is one to be found here for the claim- 
ant in this case. The only logical de- 
termination in all cases is that the ju- 
diciary shall enforce the laws decreed 
by Congress whether executive officers 
be overzealous or overindulgent in their 
execution,” 

Concerning the contention that sec- 
tion 61 was permissive and not manda- 
tory upon the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the brief says: 

“The use of the words, ‘may use the 
same under regulations’ cannot prop- 
erly be held to require, contrary to set- 
tled principles, that the statutory right 
is left to executive determination. The 
words ‘may use’ are at best a figura- 
tive form of speech. No one was for- 
bidden by existing law to use alcohol 
for manufacturing purposes, and it 
needed no legal permission to authorize 
its use in the arts, either under regu- 
lations or without them. When the 
words are thus used in a not strictly 
exact sense, it is overburdened techni- 
cality of construction to say that a 
principle established in many adjudged 
cases is overcome by a rigid adherence 
to supposed accuracy of verbal con- 
struction of such language.” 

With regard to the fallure of Con- 
gress to make appropriation to carry 
out section 61, which the Court of 
Claims intimated was evidence that it 
did not intend that rebate should be 
paid, the brief says: 

“With reference to these grounds, it 
may be said that there is probably no 
authority to be found in the whole 
range of judicial decisions for the po- 
sition that mere silence on the part of 
a legislative body can be regarded as 
an affirmative act, putting a construc- 
tion upon its previous legislation, Leg- 
islative bodies are regarded as acting 
only through measures of legislation 
passed in the forms prescribed by the 
Constitution, The fact that they do not 
act upon a particular subject may be 
due to such a great variety of causes 
other than an affirmative desire not to 
act upon it, that it can never be safely 
adopted by the courts as a ground of 
judicial decision. The well-known diffi- 
culties in obtaining action by Congress 
on any subject, arising in no small de- 
gree from the fact that in the House 
of Representatives legislation is wholly 
in charge of the committees and large- 
ly under control of the Speaker, and 
that in the Senate the right of debate 
is practically unlimited and can be, and 
is, used as a means of obstruction, 
wholly repels the idea that the failure 
of Congress to act upon a subject is 
due to a deliberate desire to withhold 
action thereon, 

“From the failure of Congress to 
make appropriations for which no 
formal estimate was ever submitted by 
the department, no conclusion unfa- 
vorable to a continued purpose on the

In conclusion, the brief says: 

“The importance of the case, the 
number of subjects discussed in the 
opinion below and the earnestness of 
the defense interposed by the Govern- 
ment, have justified a more elaborate 
argument than might otherwise have 
seemed necessary, but the single ques- 
tion before the court is whether free- 
dom from tax granted by Congress can 
be defeated by executive inaction, The 
courts have uniformly decided that this 
cannot be done. The Court of Claims 
finds in the language of this statute a 
difference from that used in all other 
decided cases sufficient to warrant a 
departure from this principle, The ap- 
pellant insists there is nothing in the 
language differing in any essential 
from that used in statutes already in- 
terpreted that the purpose of Congress 
is clearly expressed and cannot be de- 
feated by an over-rigid adherence to 
the letter of the statute, in disregard of 
the legislative intent, and that the case 
must be decided in accordance with the 
previous decisions of this court, pro- 
tecting rights granted by Congress 
from the uncontrolled exercise of ex- 
ecutive will.”

| Thoriam Oxide, 

The Welsbach Light Company pro- 
tested against duty assessed by the Col- 
lector at Plattsburg, N. Y., on nitrate 
salts imported from Canada. It was as- 
sessed for duty under paragraph 3 of 
the Tariff Act of 1897 as a chemical salt, 
not specially provided for in said act, at 
25 per cent. ad valorem. Under the pro- 
vision of section 22 of same act an ad- 
ditional or discriminating duty of 10 per 
cent, ad valorem was charged, for the 
reason that the goods had been import- 
ed into Canada from Germany. The im- 
porter claims that the goods were man- 
ufactured In Canada, and objects to the 
discriminating duty imposed; also that 
the goods were dutiable at 10 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 463, of act 
of 1897, as “waste not specially provided 
for.”’ The Board of General Appraisers 
find from testimony taken at the hear- 
ing that “thorium oxide,” or “nitrate 
salts,”’ are in the form of ashes left 
from the destruction by heat or fire, of 
imperfect or rejected ‘“‘Welsbach man- 
tles’’ which were manufactured in Can- 
ada by the Auer Light Company. This 
company makes a business of manufac- 
turing these “Welsbach mantles,”” which 
are made in part of cotton webbing sat- 
urated with thoria, the thoria being im- 
ported in fluid form into Canada from 
Germany. The Board held that where 
defective or imperfect ‘‘Welsbach man- 
tles’’ left over as refuse in a factory 
manufacturing such articles in Canada, 
are reduced by a firing process to “‘tho- 
rium oxide” (a chemfcal salt), in the 
form of ashes, such ‘‘thorium oxide”’ is 
not ‘‘waste’”’ within the meaning of par- 
agraph 463 of act of 1897, but is a newly 
manufactured article, and is dutiable 
as a chemical salt under paragraph 3 of 
said act at 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
Merchandise shipped from a foreign port 
into Canada and remanufactured in 
Canada into a different commercial ar- 
ticle and imported in its last form into 
the United States is not subject to the 
discriminating duty of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem under section 22 of said act, ir- 
respective of the nationality of the im- 
porting vessel, The claim that the ar- 
ticle is waste is accordingly overruled, 
but the objection to discriminating duty 
is sustained.

Detection of Methyl Alcohol in 
Spirit. 
By condensing with dimethylaniline 


the ethylal of methylal produced on 
oxidizing mixtures of ethylic or methy]- 
ic alcohols with potassium bichromate 
and sulphuric acid A. Trillat obtains 
from the latter tetra-methyl-diamido- 
diphenylmethane, which, on oxidation, 
gives a persistent blue color, becom- 
ing more intense on warming. Ethylic 
alcohol gives a body which, under like 
conditions, gives a blue color that is fu- 
gitive on warming. The detection of 
methyl alcohol in spirit, based on these 
reactions, is conducted as _ follows: 
Twenty C.c. of the alcohol are mixed in 
a flask with 300 C.c. of distilled water 
and 30 Gm. of potassium dichromate. 
When cold 100 Gm. of 20 per cent. sul- 
phuric acid are added, and the mixture, 
after standing for an hour, is distilled, 
the first fraction being rejected. The 
distillate is exactly neutralized with 
soda and again distilled almost to dry- 
ness. The distillate is diluted to 400 
C.c.; 100 C.c. of this is taken and intro- 
duced into a small flask with 2 C.c. of 
pure dimethyl-aniline and 1 C.c. of 10 
per cent, sulphuric acid. The flask is 
hermetically sealed and heated on the 
water bath to 65° to 70° C. for five 
hours. The liquid is then made alkaline 
and excess of dimethyl-aniline driven 
off with a current of steam. A small 
portion of the liquid is then acidulated 
with acetic acid and oxidized by means 
of lead dioxide suspended in water— 
Comptes rendus,
